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FARCE-COMEDY’S USSiOI. 


WHAT EXPERTS LIKE JOHN BUSSELL 
SAT OF PIECE AND PLAYERS.

The other night I was talking with John 
Russell, who had just returned from Chi­ 
cago, where he left the ‘ City Directory” 
m aking a lot of money and playing to an 
average weekly business of over $10,000. 
John is a man who has made more suc­ 
cesses with n e r American attractions, the 
products of unknown authors’ brains, than 
any two or three other “ business managers” 
in America. H e has always taken oat un­ 
tried things and starred men and women 
who never had been beard of until he u n ­ 
earthed them, and for a time made the 
public believe that they were “ the greatest 
o s top of the earth.” 
Of all managers of this period, John 
Russell has figured most successfully on 
the road without the assistance of others, 
and, as be said the other nigfit, he could 
always obtain “ time” from almost aDy 
house in the provinces. 


W inston, Ned Thorne, W illiam Mestayer, 
Donnelly and Girard and other persons who 
enjoyed a temporary comet-like distinction 
on the road, the amusing features predom­ 
inated, happily for those concerned. 
From them can be learned the vicissi­ 
tudes that m ust be expected in the efforts 
and endeavors to star unknown artists and 
to create successes out of unknown dra­ 
matic quantities. 
Probably “The City Di 
rectory” itself is one of the most startling 
examples of the difficulty which attends 
the creation of a new craze in the farcical 
line. 
It was produced first in Chicago, with 
D onnelly and Girard in the cast, I ' believe, 
and was one of the most colossal failures 
ever witnessed in that best of show towns 
on the margin of the lake, known to the 
ribald as the "City of Sin.” Referring to it 
some time ago, Mr. Russell said that the 
first production of the play was regarded 
by the critics of Chicago as one of the best, 
or worst, practical dram atic jokes of many 
seasons. 
" 
Yet we all know now w hat the piece is 
doing, and the very same critics “ who 
ripped it up the back,” as they say on the 
Rialto, now eulogize it as one of the fun­ 
niest and most financially successful pieces 
in the wild comedy wonders. 
This was all due to putting the proper 
people into the organization, and also to 
Mr. Rus-ell's judicions manipulation of 
the whole affair. His outfit was completed 
with pains and the exercise of sensible lib­ 
erality, and the performers were “cut 
loo3e in the text,” so to speak, and just 
played duck and drakes with tbs book 
until the result was an entirely now piece. 
T his is the inside bistory of “The City 
Directory.” and it is being repeated in 
“ Miss McGinty of the Theater Francaise,” 
of which much is expected later on through 
.th e combined efforts of Miss Fay Temple­ 
ton and Dan Dely, who has shown his 
.great aptitude for the sort of eccentric 
work needed in such pieces.

Speaking of Miss Templeton the other 
nignt, Mr. Raseell said that she was the 
“ strongest woman he had had in farce- 
comedy,” and he also stated that he had 
seen so much merit in Dan Daly, who has 
•c ly just joined the organization, that he 
felt called upon to raise the actor's salary 
w ithout being asked to do so. 
Here is 
another reason for Russell’s good fortune. 
H e knows bow to appreciate talent. 
N ext season he will have Schoolcraft, the 
most natural nrgro comedian in the world; 
Billy Emerson and Billy Sweatman, in 
farce-comedy. They will literally make 
“ Rome howl” when they are introduced to 
it in the same piece. I think it will be 
w orth seeing, and I am sure that it onght 
to be a great winner. 
The other day I read an interview with 
Charlie Hoyt, in which that gentleman 
pretends to tell a lot of his stage secrets 
about his methods of constructing his 
“ plays.” 
He spends time and exercises 
patience upon them , and he does his level 
best to test their efficacy on several m em ­ 
bers of the bucolic canines before he 
“ springs bis latest” on the dear, delightful 
public in the great cities. 
I am sure that this is true, for I recall 
the day, several years ago, the “Rag Baby” 
was being played at Tony Pastor’s Theater, 
when Mr. Hoyt told me. in the cofe ot the 
U nion Square Hotel, that he had written a 
piece called “ A Texas Steer,” which was to 
be a satire cn things in Washington. And 
he 
mentioned the dinner-party scene, 
w hich he then claimed was to become one 
of the funniest bits ever witnessed on the 
stage. He certainly succeeded. 
A t the same time he told me of his 
piece, “ A Tin Soldier,” which he claimed 
at that tim e was to be a cartoon on the 
m ilitia crsze. But he did not carry this 
idea into practical shape. The piece was 
dedicated to the plumbers. 
I cite these instances merely to show 
how long it takes to evolve a successful 
farce-comely. At the same time I would 
m ention examples of the sudden and al­ 
most 
instantaneous 
trium ph 
of other 
farce-comedies which have held the popu­ 
lar will captive for several years because 
they contained ideas. 
Take “ A Parlor M atch” for one. It 
caught on almost the first night it was 
presented, and it has been drawing large 
audiences ever since. A great deal of its 
good fortune ha3 been due to Messrs. 
Hooy and Evans, who were long known 
as musical, minstrel and variety men, and 
had, in the organization billed as Xile3, 
Evans, B ryant and Hoey, given much 
pleasure in the variety theaters by their 
vagaries, and also in a sketch known as 
"T h e Book Agent.” which m ust be re­ 
garded as the germ and foundation of “ A 
Parlor Match.” 
“The Skating K ink” caught the public 
fancy a week after it was first seen in Buf­ 
falo. and although the critics very justly de­ 
scribed it as a nightmare, Messrs. Good­ 
win and Sanger made a fortune out of it 
inside of a year. "The Skating R ink’s” 
olaim to respectability was due entirely to 
the fact that it embodied an idea then 
prevalent, and exploited its humorous 
aspect. 
“ The Kindergarten” was one of theother 
kind, I remember distinctly its first per­ 
formance at South Norwalk on Christmas 
Day, 18H4. 
It bad been written for Stanley 
Macy, the Deaves sisters, Annie Granger, 
Dan Williams, young Archer, the Engiish 
tenor, and James McCaffrey. There were 
only seven persons in the cast at that first 
performance—the matinee—and I was one 
of the seven. 
The President of the New York Musicians’ 
Society was the pianist, and the piece was 
designed to satirize public hum bng by 
means of object lessons as they are taught 
in the kindergarten schools. It is needless 
now to go into the details of the represent­ 
ation, which attracted only four people and 
a boy—gross receipts $4 50—but I will say 
that ay unanimous consent the few profes­ 
sionals who had been brought up to see it 
and to give advice as to its luture conduct 
pronouncrd it worse than a nightmare, and 
not to be tolerated east of Dakota. 
This verdict, rendered by the profes­ 
sionals after that matinee, was set aside by 
that of auditors who attended the evening 
S 
erformance, by which $47 50 profit on the 
ay’s expenses, salaries, printing and rail­ 
way fares included, was realized. 
That same night the inanagerof the com­ 
pany was waited on by the Executive Com­ 
mittee of the striking hatters of Norwalk, 
and arrangements were completed for a 
series of performances to be given for the 
strikers’ fund through Connecticut. The 
¿oopularity of “The 
Kindergarten” was 
-hen unquestionable. The vox populi had 
proclaimed it spontaneously; but the alli­ 
ance with the strikers neatly proved fatal 
to it in a business way. The strikers 
wanted money from the show, so could 
not be expected to purchase seats; those 
who had the money to do so were the capi­ 
talists and the foes of the strikers and all 
those who attempted to aid them in any 
way. 
“The Kindergarten'^ntlived the error, 
and next Christmas D Jrit will enter upon 
ita seventh year, and will be played by five 
companies in different parts of the country. 
Stanley Macy heads one of them, and noth­ 
ing *»« been changed in the text or struct­ 


u r e of the first book played in 1884. Three 


others had been added in 1885 for the bene­ 
fit of the school-room scene, and there 
they continue intact. 
Some of the best-known soubrettes in 
the country have achieved distinction in 
“The Kindergarten,” and one of them who 
played the part of Ivy Magee in 1887 m ar­ 
ried an Eaglish ncbtem an of wealth the 
other day. It was pretty Jenm e W illiams. 
Poor little Katie H art, who died, the wife 
of Jack McAuliffe, was her successor. 
It is amusing to note the changes that 
are required in m any of the farce-comedies, 
so called. The original book rarely re­ 
mains with the company, although there 
have been some notable exceptions to this 
rule. “The Bunch of Keys” was one. It 
had been altered to suit the performers 
until even Mr, Hoyt could not recognize 
it. But the result was so disastrous to the 
piece and the speculation that, according 
to Mr. Hoyt, the original book bad to be 
restored before any money could be made. 
I think that wherever the farce-comedy 
is the least bit valuable or purposeful it 
must be preserved. B ut the custom is to 
sacrifice lines and author for performers, 
as in “The City Directory,” in the hope of 
producing a profitable organizaron. 
W here this C 3n be done I fear the book 
could not have been of much account. Mr. 
Russell, the other night, put the matter 
aptly when he said that in farce comedy as 
he had found it the performers were • more 
im portant than the book, and 
shonld 
therefore be permitted to have fuil swing 
and great credit. 
“Give me a manuscript,” said he, “ that 
will compel the respect of the performers 
because it contains parts, situations and

and act them great, and I will preserve 
that book intact at the expense of all the 
actors in the profession.” 
Unfortunately, if Mr. Russell is lu b e be­ 
lieved, playwrights are not m aking such 
manuscripts nowadays, wherefore the per­ 
formers have the stage to themselves, and 
become autocrats. 
The authors have suffered so much abuse 
from the actors ou this score that they have 
started forward on a new course, which has 
been made most apparent by Mr. Hoyt in 
“A Texas Steer” and “ A Midnight Bell,” 
both of which are plays, not “horse plays.” 
And Joseph Archer has attempted to in­ 
troduce so much of honest farcical comedy 
methods into his sinenlnrlv 
vp Hramo 
methods into his singularly effective drama 
“ Bine Jeans,’’ that it will go hard with the 
performers who attem pt to take nndue lib­ 
erties with the text and business laid down 
by him in anything he writes hereafter. 
Once let an author prove his ability to 
construct or to write money and public- 
respect-winning pieces, and be will be fixed 
in his seat on the box and hold the lines 
on and against the performers. They will 
be more pliant and obedient than well- 
trained mules—they will be wiliing but 
afraid to kick. 
Somebody suggested, the other night, 
that musical farcical comedy was sick and 
dying. I guess not! 
Musical 
and 
farcical boarding-house 
bash is sick aDd djing: but the genuine 
article has just as strong a pull with the 
public as ever. Only it must be the best, 
and it must have a leaven of sense and 
something of plot running through it, 
which was not so before. 
A gentleman well known as an exploiter 
cf new theatrical enterprises told me the 
other day that the trick would now neces­ 
sitate the miscegenation of the two ex­ 
tremes of dramatic art—farce *nd tragedy— 
with music for their wedding ring. He did 
not use these words exactiy. H e nsed a 
great many more, which are best expressed 
by those I have indited. 
Domestic dram a with tears is always 
popular, but laughter is the most potential 
factor in dramatic composition. 
Make the pnblic laugh and they will 
empty their pockets into your lap. 
Man was made to mourn, but he would 
prefer to rejoice by a very large majority.

ART NOTES. 


A new club, for artists only, is projected 
in London. It is to be at Chelsea, near 
Carlyle’s old residence, and will have ex­ 
hibition rooms near by. The committee 
to arrange the premises consists of W hist­ 
ler, Jacob Hood, Fred. Brown, Christie and 
Lee. 
A very early copy of “The Last Supper" 
by Leonardo da Vinci has been discovered 
at Milan, on a hidden wall íd the Maggiore 
Hospital. It was made in 1502 and was 
walled up. 
Though its existence was 
known it was supposed to have perished 
nntil a chance led to its discovery. 
The Peabsdy Institute, at Baltimore, has 
received from Miss E. Garrett a large paint­ 
ing with figures the size ot life represent­ 
ing Christ carried to the sepulchre. It 
was the intention of John W. Garrett to 
give this picture to the Institute, and his 
daughter is now carrying out his purpose. 
John Leslie Breck, a disciple of the im ­ 
pressionist Monet, is showing at the St. 
Botolph Club, in Boston, half a hundred 
paintings, in which pinks, reds and purples 
hold high carnival. One piclure sbow3 
the garden of Monet, with that artist’s 
daughter in a scarlet jacket, seated beside 
her father in the act of painting. 
J. P. Voorhees of Detroit, a son of the 
Senator, is an author, an actor and a 
sculptor of acknowledged merit, and he 
has written a play which those who have 
read it are confident will prove a success. 
Mr. Voorhees' well known piece of sculpt­ 
ure, the “ Head of the Savior,” was said by 
Cardinal Gibb ins to be the best expression 
of the subjict he had ever seen. 
riríüfic Japan edited in French, German 
and Englisn by M. Bing, will suspend 
publication some time during the spring. 
At Boston it isproposed by Professor Fe- 
nollossa, late of Japan, to issue the Japan­ 
ese Magazine of Art in English. The illus­ 
trations are p-inted in colors from wooden 
blocks and reproduce many of the old 
paintings of Japan, of which there are few 
specimens to be seen out of that country. 
The attempt has been made in London 
to enlist an architect, two sculptors, a 
painter, and two designers in the plans for 
a church. It is for a Mr. Sedditig and 
stands near Sloane street. The architect is 
Armstead, the sculptors are Tborney Croft 
and Alfred Gilbert, the painter is Burne- 
Jones, and the designers are W illiam Mor­ 
ris and Conrad Dessler. The results from 
this meeting of artists in one design will 
be awaited with curiosity.

Lepage, which was shown in London about 
1880, and then roused a great deal of pro­ 
test from the public. The PriDce is in a 
Henry V III. costume and looks somewhat 
as if painted by HoibeiD. The enamel is 
on copper and is exactly the same as the 
original in size, drawing and color. 
Pre-Raphaelitism was a literary rather 
than an artistic movement. It was an echo 
of the influence of W ordsworth snd Coler­ 
idge, of the Tractariau movement and of 
the Gothic revival. It was a manifestation 
of certain moral and philosophical pre- 
occnpations that have little in common 
with the perm anent acceptation of art. We 
might even go further and say that Rossetti 
and Burne-Jones are great artisls, not be­ 
cause they were pre Raphaelites, but in 
spite of pre Rsphselitism .— Theodore Child. 
W ashington furnishes an excellent field 
for studies of various types cf “our brother 
in black,” end some of the artists at the 
capital have not been slow in taking ad­ 
vantage of the opportunities at hand. One 
of them. Mr. James H enry Moser, has re­ 
cently exhibited a num ber of water-color 
sketches of negro boys of the street-gamin 
type so familiar to W ashingtonians, which 
have attracted a good deal of attention. 
Some of the sketches have been reproduced 
by L Prang & Co , the Boston art publish­ 
ers, so that residents of other cities will be 
able to enjoy Mr. Moser’s pictures as well 
as his neighbors in W ashington. 
The shaft to commemorate the landing 
of Leonard Calvert on the s sil of Maryland, 
for which the Legislature of that 8tate ap­ 
propriated $2 000 last summer, will stand 
on a small knoll near the old wharf at St. 
Mary’s City. The mulberry tree under 
which, according to the legend, Calvert and 
his companions gathered, was standing on 
this knoll nntil a few years ago. 
The tree 
suffered so much from relic banters that 
the inhabitants of St. Mary’s cat it down 
and placed the trank in the church. The 
shaft is of Vermont granite, standing 
twenty-seven feet above a brick foundation, 
It will bear two medallions, carrying the 
coat of arms of Maryland, and the chief in ­ 
scription reads: 
“In Memory of Leonard 
Calvert, First Governor of Maryland, this 
Monument is Erected by the State of Mary­ 
land.” 


LILT LANGTRY’S WONDERFUL DRESSRS 
IN “ CLEOPATRA.” 


Thomas Keene in *■ Louis XI.”—•* Happy 
Ja c k ’s ” Cough—Emma Abbott 
Coming—Stage Notes. 


Of all things interesting and otherwise 
offered in modern stage presentations none 
could be more puzzling than the cough of 
H appy Jack, the tram p in the original 
“ Old Homestead” company, now in Its 
fourth year at the big Academy, New 
Y'ork. To attem pt to describe it is use­ 
less. It can only be likened to the hoarse, 
hollow discharge of some old rusty musket 
that is oniy fired at centennials. It is such 
a genuinely harrowing affair that few can 
be led to believe it purely a device of the 
actor. W hen Happy Jack first springs it 
on simple Uncle Joshua, that good old 
soul's heart immediately melts to pity. 
The ccugh has occasioned such comment 
that W aiter Gale, who plays the part of 
Happy Jack, was asked the other day re­ 
garding its origin. “ The introduction of 
the cough,” said Mr. Gale, “ was solely ac­ 
cidental. 
When I first undertook the part 
I was troubled more or less with a rather 
severe cold. W hile delivering my lines 
one night I felt an irresistible inclination 
to ccugh. I restrained myself, however, 
and hurried on with my speech. Just at 
ita conclusion and as Mr. Thompson was 
about (o proceed, I let go. 
Mr. Thomp­ 
son wcs so surprised at the sudden in­ 
terruption of his lines 
that 
he 
im ­ 
pulsively 
brought 
his 
hands to his 
head. Something in onr combined action 
canght the fancy of the audience and the 
house fairly shook with laughter. 
Then 
we knew we had stnm bledon a good thing. 
W hen we got together in the wiDga we 
came to the conclusion that the ccugh 
shonld be coughed at every performance. 
It was easy enough while my cold lasted. 
W hen it vanished I had to get to work. I 
spent three hours one morning before I 
could get a congh to suit me. At the end 
of that time you will understand why I had 
no farther need of practice that day. 
My 
throat was so lacerated that I coughed on 
the slightest provocation. My three hoars' 
work supplied me with enough coughing 
material for a whole week. During that 
time I made coughs my special study and 
picked out one ot the worst. The one yon 
hear in the ‘Old Homestead’ is my best 
effort. I have the ‘hang’ of it. 
I can’t ex­ 
plain exactly how I do it. It is sort erf 
anti-Dr. Koch movement. 
See?” Here 
Mr. Gale gave vent to a cough the echo of 
which must have caused every larking 
microbe witbin hearing distance to qnake 
in its boots.

LAJTGTBY AS CLEOPATRA. 
W hatever may be the views of London 
critics as to Mrs. Langtry’s Cleopatra, there 
is but one opinion so far as her dresses are 
concerned. A local expert furnishes a de­ 
scription of the costumes in the first scene, 
where she steps from her pictnresqne hark 
on a carpet strewn with roses, and where 
she reposes beneath a canopy of roses aad 
Nile rushes. Cleopatra wears a flowing 
dress of gauzy white material. She seems 
on tire with pointed crystals, which, gleam­ 
ing and changing from crimson to green 
and silver-border her dress and graceful 
wing sleeves, and flish in the high coronet 
which rests on the flowing red-brown hair. 
One tress of hair is braided with a rope of 
pearls, and splendid stones flash oa the 
arms and neck and in the girdle, which 
bangs in long bands from the waist. 
Mrs. Langtry’s second dress in the siene 
with her maidens is quite a simple one, 
consisting of a white silk underdrees em­ 
broidered in colored silks and fringed ever 
drapery of shell-pink crepe, embroidered 
in gold. A green serpent coils in the hair, 
and thick gold bracelets encircle the arm. 
At the beginning of the third act, where 
Cleopatra appears at the head of her army, 
she weats a train of sapphire-blue velvet, 
an overdress of paler blue embroidered in 
silver, and a silver helmet. 
This is ex­ 
changed for the royal robes in which the 
Egyptian Queen appears, carried in a pa­ 
lanquin, to welcome Anthony bsnsath the 
walls of Alexandria, and which, in tha 
last scene of all, she dons to die in queen­ 
like splendor. 
An underdress of white 
silk, it is veiled in a white, gauzy material, 
embroidered with white and green crystals 
representing flowers. 
A mantle, also of 
white filmy material, bordered with green 
embroidery, and with a pattern of large, 
Nile lilies in crystals wrought in the tiain, 
is clasped about the bare nerk. A deep cir­ 
cle of embroidery about the neck flashes 
with the green iridescent stones, which 
also adorn the clasp and girdle 
A stiff 
jeweled piece of Bilk, plaited into four ' 
plaits, falling in front, gives an Egyptian 
character to the dress. The long, wavy 
hair is crowued with a helmet shaped cor­ 
onet, thickly crusted with jewels. A halo­ 
like circle of iridescent green metal forms 
a frame for the beautiful face. 
A rich 
necklace, rings on every finger and brace­ 
lets completed a dre3s of royal magnifi­ 
cence, which sets off Mrs. Langtry’s beauty 
to perfection. 


KEENE IN “ LOUIS XI.” 
Thomas Keene has been doing a splendid 
business in Denver, and has thoroughly 
captivated the theater-going people of that 
city. His greatest success was in “ Louis 
X I.” Of his interpretation ot the charac­ 
ter the Deliver Times says: 
Mr. Keene's impersonation is based on 
the character of this King so graphically 
depicted by Sir W alter Scott in his novel, 
“Quentin 
D crward.” 
It would seem, 
however that Mr. Keene plays the charac­ 
ter as that of a somewhat older person­ 
ality than 8cott pictures. The character of 
Louis X I. is cowardly and brave at inter­ 
vals, fuil of contradictions, at one tim e a 
braggart, at another alm ost a hero, re­ 
ligious when it suited his mood, super­ 
stitious by fits and starts, kind when it did 
not please him to be cruel, cunning and 
crafty always, dignified and regal, yet 
childish and churlish, ordering an execu­ 
tion as be uttered the ángelus, choosing 
his advisers from disreputable characters, 
trusting no one, a handle of contradictions, 
the semb'ance of a man. one who gloried 
in his faults and used them with satisfac­ 
tion to serve his own ends. H e hardly 
trusted himself. Mr. Keene's interpreta­ 
tion is masterly, and in this character he 
shows an intuitive discernment which 
merits the very warmest praise. In the 
scene where the Due de Namonrs throws 
down the gage of battle on behalf of his 
sovereign prince, Charles of Burguody, Mr. 
Keene Í9 admirable, investing ihe passage 
with a scorn,a dissembling and an assump­ 
tion of outraged dignity that are intensely 
true, and yet free entirely from any melo­ 
dramatic effect. H e was admirable in the 
scene where he beguiles Marie with hypo­ 
critical promises. In fact, he wa3 adm ir­ 
able throughout, and it must be the opin­ 
ion of many that it is his best character­ 
ization. 
EMMA ABBOTT. 
One of the great social and m as’cal 
events cf the season in Sacramento will be 
the appearance at the Metropolitan Thea­ 
ter on Saturday night. December 27th, cf 
the famous iittíe artist Em m a Abbott, and 
her superb grand opera company, especi­ 
ally so as the engagement is for only one 
night. The Abbott organization has long 
enjoyed the distinction of being not only 
one of the largest, but among the strongest, 
artistically and numerically, of any organ­ 
ization in English grand opera in this 
country. Em m a Abbott easily maintains 
her position as one of the most popular 
prim a donnas of the American operatic 
stage; Lizzie Annaudale. prima of Am er­ 
ican contraltos; Mvra Mirella, one of the 
brightest and handsomest of sopranos; 
Michelena, the handsome Spanish tenor, 
and an artist of rare attainm ents and pre­ 
sence; Pache, tenor primo, who filled' re­ 
cently a most brilliant engagement in New 
York, whose clear, sweet voice, created a 
neat furore; Du Bois, tenor primo, is young, 
handsome, and an artist of great merit; 
Pruette, first of American baritones, a 
superb artist, and a principal recently 
of Her Majesty’s Opera company nnder 
Colonel Mapleson; 
Broderick, 
whose 
Bplendid bass 
profundo 
and 
finished 
dramatic abilitiea have won him first po­ 
sition among American baasi; Karl, one of 
the most promising of American bassos; 
Keady, tenor secando; Borovik, baritone; 
Emma 
Broderick, 
a 
rising 
dramatic 


soprano, and Vernon, a tálente! young 
contralto. These make np the list from 
which to constrnct the casts of the opera. 
Behind them stands the Abbott chorus,' 
nearly forty strong—one of the best English 
opera choruses ever heard in the country_ 
and in front the Bplendid orchestra, twenty 
in number, under the baton of H err Albert 
Kransse, all of whom form a solid and 
compact organization of vocalists and in ­ 
strumentalists. 
The opera chosen for presentation in 
Sacramento is Verdi’s brilliant gem, “Er- 
nani.” The thrilling story as created by 
Victor Hugo needs no reference, as it is 
known to all readers through his cele­ 
brated novel “H ernani.” 
In transcribing 
it in music, Verdi has reached the flight of 
his genius, and created a work as vivid in 
musical invention and seduc'ive in melo­ 
dious rhythm as did ever Hugo in his 
wondrous prose. 


“ A STRAIGHT T IP .” 
“A Straight Tip” will be seen in Sacra­ 
mento on Wednesday and Thursday even­ 
ings of this week. Speaking of its produc­ 
tion in San Francisco, the Post says: 
“A Straight Tin” at the California The­ 
ater has been ttie hit of the week. As a 
rule, there has been nothing but standing 
room after 7 o'clock, and those who omitted 
to take the preca; ion of getting seats be­ 
forehand heve been left out in the cold. 
Possfttly before the end of the engagement 
the "Straight Tip” may prove to be the hit 
of the year, in spite "f such successes as 
“Shenandoah'’ and “The Old Homestead.” 
There seems to have been a general con­ 
census of public opinion that McNally’s 
masterpiece is the best farce-comedy ever 
seen in San Francisco. The success which 
it has attained both in Chicago and in this 
city, and in fact throughout its whole tonr, 
is unprecedented. 
There can be no doubt that the “Straight 
Tip” has had enormous advantages over its 
rivals. The author, John J. McNally, ¡9 a 
Boston newspaper man, and Boston has 
the reputation of standing in with all its 
home productions. 
“A Straight Tip” got 
its first great sendoff in the city cf culture, 
au d it will soon return there for two weeks 
prelim inary to the New York engagement. 
Again, McNally has a boat of newspaper 
friends in Chicago, most of them graduales 
from the Boston school of journalism. All 
of these gentlemen seemed to vie with one 
another in booming McNally's work. Of 
course they could not have done so had it 
not been deserving. B at it was a gem, and 
it was performed by the best aggregation of 
people on the road. In Chicsgj the busi­ 
ness played to was something enormous. 
As soon as Al. Hayman was aware cf ihe 
Chicago success he made a demand that the 
company should take its time right away at 
the California. So a jum p was made from 
Omaha to San Francisco. 
The star of the company is James Pow­ 
ers. It is by no means easy to be a star 
among so many excellent people. Mr. 
Powers is, therefore, entitled to all the 
more credit for being abie to shine out 
amid such a wealth of talent. The ma­ 
jority of stars have a sneaking habit of 
surrounding themselves with fourth-rate 
people, thinking ihat they will thus be 
able to aggrandize their own importance in 
the eyes of the public. 
But they make a 
woful mistake, for in ‘he majority of in ­ 
stances the public show their disapproval 
of such a course by stopping away from 
the performances. 
It is getting so nowa­ 
days that the public will not patronize any 
performance which is not good all round. 
The secret of the success of Mr. Powers 
and the company is that they play into one 
another’s hands. The company could not 
do without Mr. Powers, while Mr. Powers 
would find it very difficult to do as well as 
he does without an excellent company at 
his back. 
Powers probably gets more ap­ 
plause tor his melodramatic imitations in 
the first act and 
for 
his 
Carmencita 
dance in 
the last than 
for anything 
else 
he 
does. 
His 
acting through­ 
out, however, is very humorous and 
is 
continually 
provoking 
laughter. 
The Carmencita dance is a great per­ 
formance. An Eastern writer thus de­ 
scribes it: 
"M r. Powers makes up in im ­ 
itation of the famons Spanish dancer, with 
lace skirts, mantilla, spangles, drapery, 
gauze and a hundred and one other frills 
of the characteristic costume. 
All the 
muscles in his body, including apparently 
several hundred which are not in moet of 
us, are employed in the production of 
gyrations such as threaten to reed his form 
in pieces. 
In fact, despite his lively kick­ 
ing, he dances least of ail with the ap­ 
paratus usually employed in such per­ 
formances.” 
Powers is certainly able to 
bend his spiDe in a most remarkable m an­ 
ner. He has got the true comedian's face. 
Peter F. Daiy, who take3 the part of 
Jack Potsand Pooley, the sport, tits his 
part like a glove. He runs Mr. Powers 
very closely fot the chief honors of the 
performance. Mr. Daly is an unctuous 
comedian, who apparently does everything 
without an effort. 
Some of his friend! 
think that he is well adap'ed for comic 
opera. He would certainly make a good 
king in “ The Mascotte,” and there are at 
least a dczen other parts of the same kind 
which be could light.up with his genius.

Miss Laura Burt does not go to Eng­ 
land, but remains with “Blue Jeans" for 
the season. 
Colonel Milliken will try a new play 
called "M y Comrade,” at the New York 
Dexington Opera House. 
“The Pearl of Pekin,” under the m an­ 
agement of E. A. Stevens, is doing a rat­ 
tling business in the Sou:li west. 
In theatrical slang the question now is, 
“ Does the ghost dance?” and not as in 
olden times, “ Does the'ghost w alk?” 
W illett Seaman, Jr., the handsome look­ 
ing young baritone of “The Merry Mon­ 
arch” Company, is said to have lost his 
voice. 
“ Reilly and the 400” is theTitle of Ed­ 
ward Harrigan's new p ’ay, which is to 
open his new theater on December 22d. It 
is of the Mulligan order. 
May Yokes and W . E. W ilson have been 
engaged for Jacob Litt’s new Swedish dia­ 
lect play, “Y'on Y orson,” which will have 
its initial performance at Pittsburg, De­ 
cember 22d. 
The Dnqaesne Theater at Pitt9burg, Pa., 
which was opened on December 1st by the 
E m m a Juch Opera Company, seats nearly 
1,900 people, is ligh’ed by electricity, and 
has all the modern improvements. 
Denman Thompson and Messrs Gilmore 
and Tompkins of the Academy, New York, 
have almost decided to yield’ to the great 
financial pressure exerted on them by out- 
of-town managers to perm it “ The Old 
Homestead” to leave the big Academy 
after the current season.

THE -DIFFERENT ORDERS WEAR DIF­ 
FERENT HEADDRESSES. 


The Cap, Gamp and Tell—Each Order 
Does Special W ork—Cloistered Kuna 
and those of the Mixed Life. 


Pearl fishing is still carried on in the 
River Tay, in England, and some valuable 
jewels have lately been fonnd. 


How m any persons in the street who 
pass a woman clothed in the garb of some 
religious Order take special note of her 
costume? Aside from the Catholics, who 
have an acquaintance with these good 
women, there are the Protestants, and 
those who protest no religion, who prob­ 
ably think that all these “Sisters” dress 
exactly alike, that they all belong to one 
Order, and that they all do the same kind 
of charitable work. 
A natural supposi­ 
tion, but not a true one. A close observer 
will discover that there is great variety in 
the arrangement of the white linen gamps, 
which distinguishes the sisters of the dif­ 
ferent Orders; and though it is, perhaps, 
difficult at first to remember what appears 
to be a very small distinction, it is really 
easily learned. 
And with the difference in dress is a 
difference in the work of the Order, for 
every Order has its special wark. The old­ 
est Order established in this citv, says a 
writer in the New York Star, is that of’ the 
S’sters of Charity, all Sisters of Charity 
being of one Order—that of St. Vincent de 
Paul. Their special work is forming par­ 
ochial schools and teaching, but this is Dot 
all. As their name implies, they are in all 
respects Si9ters of Charity, acd du all kinds 
of charitable work, going without hesita­ 
tion wherever they are sent. In many Or­ 
ders there are choir and lay Sisters; that is, 
the choir Sisters are ladies doing some spe­ 
cial work, such as teaching the various 
school branches, while the lav Sisters do 
the menial or household work. But in 
this Order there are no distinctions. The 
Sisters are all equal, each taking turns in 
doing everything that is necessary to be 
done in household work and in everything 
elsa. These Sisters wear a quaint little 
cap of some stiff black staff that is tied 
under the chin, and which is not very be­ 
coming, and a broad white linen collar. In 
the street they wear an old-fashioned black 
bonnet and no veil. They have charge of 
the Foundliog Asylum in this city, and 
conduct the school for girls at Mount St. 
Vincent on the Hudson, which is the 
mother house in this country. 
. 
The Sisters ot Notre Dame in this city 
beloDg to a German Order founded by a 
German Bishop, on the plan of a French 
6isterhood of the same name. The Order 
finds its special work in teaching poor 
children, as do very many of the Catholic 
sisterhoods. 
B at the Sisters of Notre 
Dame pay special attention to orphans, 
half orphans, and to those children who 
have dissolute or neglectful parents. Tne 
Sisters of this Order wear a closely-fitting 
white cap, completely nidicg their h a ir; 
a deep linen gamp, and a black veil faced 
with white. 
Perhaps the prettiest headdress of the 
many Orders in this city is that worn by 
the Bon Secours SiBters. They wear the 
close-fitting white caps that form a band 
ovei the forehead, a deep gamp, a shorr, 
white linen headpiece that hangs down 
each side sim ilar to a veil, over which is 
placed a long black veil. This is very be­ 
coming. 
These Sisters are all trained 
nurses, their special work being to nurse 
the sick. 
They go wherever they are 
called, to the poor as well as the rich, and 
ask no pay for their services. But the pqp 
tients who can afford to pay are expected 
to do so, as the Sisters have nothiDg to live 
on except what they receive in this way. 
The Sisters of the Good Shepherd are 
cloistered nuns, never going out, and see­ 
ing visitors only through a grating. Their 
work is to save souls, to reclaim the fallen, 
and to them many repentant women go 
voluntarily for help, consolation and sym ­ 
pathy. There are choir and lay Sisters in 
this order. They wear a costume of white 
cloth, a white linen cap and gamp and a 
black veil. A few of the lay Sisters who 
are obliged to do outside work wear black. 
This Order and the Bon Secours Sisters are 
both branches of French sisterhoods, the 
mother house beiDg in France. 
In quite a different style is the cap and 
veil worn by the religieuses of the Sacred 
Heart. The dress is black, and across the 
forehead is a black baud; a closely fitting 
white cap is bordered by a deep crimped 
ruffle that hides the profile, and a black 
veil fills 
behind. 
Iodeed, this white 
ruffle is very pretty, but if it gave a glimpse 
of the profile it would be more becoming. 
This Order has choir and lav Sisters, its 
special work being teaching, and it is a 
branch of the French house Ihat was 
founded abont a century ago for the Dur- 
pcse of educating the daughters of French 
noble3. The school in Seventeenth street 
is well known. 
Another French Order is that of the 
Little Sisters of the Poor, who duty it is to 
care for the sged poor. They occtfyy a 
handsome butlding in East Seventieth 
street, near Third avenue, where they have 
under their care a num ber of old women 
and men. As these good Sisters subsist on 
what they receive from those of whom 
they ask alms, they do not take old people 
who have any relatives who are able to 
support them, nor do they receive payment 
for caring for those old and poor people. 
These French Sisters—the majority of them 
are of French birth—wear a simple black 
dress and small black shawl, with a small, 
neat, white cap and white band across 
their foreheads. The little ehawl and the 
close can make a quaint little costume. 
An Irish Ordei is that of the Sisters of 
Mercy, who have charge of the Convent of 
St. Catharine, on Madison avenue and 
Eighty-first street. They take care of the 
poor, visiting them in hospitals, in prisons 
and in their homes. Attached to the con­ 
vent is an orphan asylum, and the Sisters 
instruct the children. They also receive 
and care for children who may be com­ 
mitted to their care by the Courts. The 
head-dress of this Order is a littie more 
pretentious than aie the others. Instead 
of a plain band across the forehead is the 
grief-crimped white cap that stands np 
quite high, and is fsstened under the chin, 
trom where the side pieces flare. A deep 
gamp is worn and a black veil. It is a 
pretty and coquettish arrsngement.' 
The work ot caring for the Bick poor is 
the duty of the Sisters of the Third Order 
ot Regulars of St. Francis of Assisi, a 
branch of a German Order, whose mother 
house is in Prussia. These Sisters have 
charge of the St. Francis Hospital, in East 
Filth street, which is for adults, and is free. 
The Sisters of this Order, who are some­ 
times called the Brown Franciscans, wear 
a brown habit, with the scapular (a broad 
cloth band that falls from the neck almost 
to the eige of the gown), on which is a 
crimson cross. A white hand is across the 
forehead, and over the close white cap is 
the long black veil. 
Another Order of St. Francis is the Gray 
Franciscans, so called on account of their 
gray habit. It is a very picturesque and 
nan-like costume, aud 
very becoming. 
There are choir and lay Sister’s in this Or­ 
der, bnt all wear the same dress. It is of 
gray cloth, over which bangs the scapular, 
and just over the left Ehoulder hangs a 
crucifix of ebony and brass; white linen 
covers the head and forehead, and over this 
is the black veil. These Sisters, like the 
Brown Franciscans, wear a knotted rope 
abont the waist. The Gray Franciscans 
teach and take care of orphans. 
Another Order that cares for children is 
that of the Marianites of the Holy Cross, 
Marianites meaning Marys at the foot of 
the cross. This is a French Crder, the 
mother house being in France. 
These Sis­ 
ters are mostly French, and take charge of 
the Orphan Aaylnm of St. Vincent de Paul, 
in West Thirty-ninth street. Their dress 
is a plain black; a white band is across the 
forehead, and a closely fitting white cap, 
with flaring crimped frill, is worn, over 
which is the black veil. A deep gamp is 
also worn, to which is attached a silver 
heart. 
None of these 8isters, with the exception 
of the Sisters of the Good Shepherd and 
the Religions of the Sacred Heart, are 
cloistered nuns. And, indeed, the former 
lead a much more secluded life than the lat­ 
ter. In both Orders there are choir and lay 
Sisters, the choir 8isters being gentlewomen, 
while the lay Sisters are those who do the 
work of servants, and in both Orders the 


final vows are pw petnal. Cloistered nnns 
are those who never leave their convents 
unless to go from one establishment to an­ 
other. The nuns who are not cloistered 
lead wbat is called the “mixed life 11 
which means that they meditate and pray 
in their convents, and aiso go out into the 
world to visit the poor and rich. These 
are the Sisters who are seen on the street 
going on their errands of charity and 
merey. and whose vows are renewed annu- 
f.fly- Being permitted to resign the re­ 
ligious life at the expiration of the annual 
vow .it is said that very few Sisters avail 
themselves of this privivilege, but renew 
, their vows as a m atter of course. 
Any one who has ever visited the con­ 
; veflts and institutions of the Catholic Sis­ 
ters, even those visitors who are not in 
sym pathy with conventual life, cannot but 
adm ire the exquisite neatness and the per­ 
fect order and harm ony that prevails every­ 
where. 
‘ 
Of course, the religions Orders m en­ 
tioned do not m ake a complete list of those 
in this city. There are several more Cath­ 
olic Orders and a few Protestant sister­ 
hoods, all of which do excellent work 
among the poor and suffering.

It proceeds from the tea-custaid 
and syllabub dilettantei-m , the frivolous 
and desultory sentimentalism of epiceues.’ 
We affirm that any one holding the opinion 
clearly expressed in the-e words is unfit 
for any place in the political life of a Chris­ 
tian nation.” 
The Nashville Christian Advocate savs: 
“Some Methodist preachers pray too short 
in private and too long in public. As a 
ruie, private prayers ougfit to be long and • 
public ones short. ‘I ones carefully noted 1 
the time actually occupied in praying by ■ 
one of whom I complain in this respect, I 
and fuutid it less than five minutes; the re- I 
maining twenty minutes were devoted to

about the congregation and a variety of 
other subjects: a abort essay, evidently in­ 
tended for the congregation, about the 
character and attributes of God, and the 
repetition of a few verses frogj the hymn 
book.’ The above is not an exaggerated 
statement of some prayers we have heard. 
It is absolute crucifixion to stay on the 
knees during one of these long, lifeless 
prayers. To follow them is like going 
through the catacombs. 
Devotion is not 
kindled to relieve the tedium, and the 
spirit 
as well 
as the flesh cry out 
against the tortnre. In these Jong, sapless 
prayers is found one cause contributing to 
break up the habit of kneeling in our con­ 
gregations. 
Short, 
unctuous, 
fervent 
pointed prayers in the pulpit is the fiist 
step to a reform in the interests of kneeÜDg 
in our congregations.” 
The Christian Intelligencer (Ref.) ssy s: 
“ A great many people are dissatisfied with 
the instruction in t_e schools, but are still 
reso’.nte and earnest in their support, and 
pay the s-hool-tax cheerfully. Not a few 
of the text-books in science and philosophy 
follow Darwin, Spencer and Bain. The 
histories taught are defective through ornis- 
sious. Even the geographies withhold the 
truth in regard to countries in which the 
influence of the Roman hierarchy is dom i­ 
nant. The great body of Protes’ants, in­ 
cluding thousands who are not church 
members snd hardly church-goer?, feel 
that Romanism receives a consideration íd 
the schools it onght not to have. The fsct 
K compromises are necessary; bnt that 
does not necessitate the exclusion of the 
Bible or of instruction in morality based 
upon the nature of God and the character 
of His government.

Dr. Shackelford write s the 
Churchman (P. E ) : ‘ It has always be en a 
pious opinion in the church that ih e si'uls 
of the faithful in paradise advance con- 
siantiv towards that perfect holiness w ith­ 
out which ¡hey cannot see God 
eertainfy 
a reasonable opinion, which nothing in 
Holy Scripture contradicts. Indeed 
St 
Paui speaks ot ‘spirits of just men made 
perfect. 
I was surprised to find how com- 
pietelv this idea had taken Dossesscon of 
the mind of the late Henry Ward Beeeher, 
and the following extract from a sermon 
wnl. I think, interest your readers as much 
as it has m e : ‘It does not seem to me as I 
look at men in the whole round of ’their 
condition and stage of development that 
on dying they can be expected to enter 
upon a perfected state. Tnere is in them 
so much that is not developed at all, so 
much that is deaf and dumb, so much that 
is comparatively paraljzsd, so much that 
is sh ru n k ; there is in them so low an aver­ 
age of development on every side that it 
seems to me impossible that anything 
short of a miraculous touch of recrea­ 
tion can bring them in a moment, though 
they are eet tree from the body, to the atti­ 
tude of perfect beings. 
We enter the king­ 
dom of heaven, in more senses than one, as 
little children. 
I lake it that we leave this 
world to go on with our stages of dis­ 
cipline—not the same we have here, bat 
what will, in our changed conditions and 
circumstances, be equivalent to what dis­ 
cipline is in our earthly relations. But it 
dues not seem to me rational that we shall 
be trudging, trudging, clear up to the mo­ 
m ent of death, and that then we shall start 
up absolutely different. There will be an­ 
other climate, another toil and a nobler 
growth; but there will be growth. That 
which you have not learned here you must 
learn there. That which yon have left un­ 
done in this world, y, u must do in the 
world to come.’ This opinion is the basis 
upon which was founded the widespread 
practice in the early church of praying for 
the faithful departed, teally only an ex­ 
pansion of the petition in the Lord's Pray­ 
er, ‘Thy Kingdom come.’ 
Mr. Beecher 
needed to take only one step farther to he 
in accord with the teaching and practice of 
the early church.” 
The Christian Leader (Univ ) Favs: "The 
Roman Catholic Church has a distinct log­ 
ical and administrative advantage over 
the Protestant churches, in its triple base 
of tradition, antiquity and Scripture- Pro­ 
testants have thrown suspicion on the 
first and rejected the second. The effect 
is to make them hold the third waver- 
iDgiy. For to invalidate tradition is to 
discredit in some measure the Scriptures, 
since the Scriptures cf both Testamenta 
have been ‘handed down.' And to re­ 
nounce authority is to break the historic 
continuity of the Church of Christ. In 
these respects Romanism is more consist­ 
ent than Protestantism. 
But Romanism 
iabors under the growing disadvantage 
that what is regularly termed enlighten­ 
m ent is underm ining its foundations. It 
is a confused mass of things, probable, 
improbable 
and incredible. 
Iu 
every 
country in Western Europe, and more 
noticeably in America, the Catholic Church 
is losing its hold on a great num ber of 
its people nominally in its fold. In the 
meantime. Rationalism, taking advantage 
of the Protestant principle, has invaded 
the Protestant churches and shaken their 
one great prop— .he Bible the Religion 
of Protestants.’ 
* * * It is a qaestion 
to which religious statesmen should ad­ 
dress themselves. W hat should be done 
to 
meet 
this 
new state of 
affairs? 
W ill revised Calvinism melt the last? 
Shall we see it absorbed by the ‘great 
Methodist Church.” Has the Salvation 
Army any attractions lor it? W ill it go 
either to Episcopacy or Independency ? 
And if the multitudes already accumu­ 
lated were satisfactorily disposed of, by 
what means shall the production of other 
m ultitudes be prevented ? 
W hat has re­ 
ligious liberalism to offer in the way of 
solution of such a problem? 
It has had 
long and intim ate experience witlr ration­ 
alism. Perhaps it has found it harmless, 
or at least has learned how to foil its 
power. Alas 1 we can draw small conso­ 
lation from such sources. The most pen­ 
etrating. spiritual and philosophical m ind 
in the Liberal fold, Jari e< Martinean, has 
devoted the last years cf his life to the so­ 
lution of this great problem. He proposes 
that the English Church open its fellow­ 
ship wide enough to take in all ‘the sects,’ 
and that ail the sects go in. Then besets 
him self to discover the seat of authority 
in religion. He pursues this retreating 
image through all its disguises in church 
and theology, divests it of every title to 
confidence, and leaves the individual in 
ihe midst of the trackless sea, not only 
w ithout chart or compass, but without a 
solitary plank under him . 
Here are two 
admirably mated impracticables; trying to 
do what cannot be done; trying to do it 
with that which can do nothing.” 


Femiuiue Inventors. 
The num ber of patents granted to women 
in this conntry and in England since 1885 
shows a great increase over previous years.

At the same time the English 
list, although it is very small when com- 
tared with the American one, affords much 
evidence of higher mechanical genius. 


Wood-carving Machine. 
A wood-carving machine which possesses 
many radical improvements 
has 
been 
brought out. 
The machine is designed 
specially for use in furniture factoiiea and 
in car, organ and piano factories and other 
establishments 
where wood-carving 
is 
done. It wiil carve four duplicate pieces 
any length at ODe operation if not over 7J 
inches wide, or it will make two duplicate 
pieces any length if not over 15 inches wide, 
and if a greater width is desired one piece 
can be carved of any length and from 15 to 
39 inches wide. Tne bits csn be handled 
conveniently and in any direction w ithin 
an angle of 30 degrees. 


Electrical Drill. 
A patent has been granted for an elec­ 
trical drill for oil wells. The device con­ 
sists of a series of motors in tandem, con­ 
nected in snch a way a9 to make one mo­ 
tor. T h t design baB been to get the power 
within a six-inch diameter, so that the en­ 
tire mechanism, which m ast resemble a 
common boiler, can be lowered ia the well 
and the power can be applied al the bot­ 
tom. The drill bits are firmly fastened 
on the rod, which is worked rapidly in and 
ont of a cylinder, after the m anner of a 
piston rod. 


The Spanish mackerel, with its smooth, 
cone-shaped body, is among the swiftest of 
fishes, and for speed only finds a parallel 
in the dolphin. There is a great similarity 
in shape between these two, and both cut 
the water like a yacht. The first follows 
the fastest steamers with the greatest ease, 
in its ocshes swimming at five times their 
speed.

EDUCATING CHILDREN’S BODIES. 


T he F irst T h in g to T ea ch C hildren Is 
H ow to Do T h in gs R igh t. 
[From the Chicago Hera!d ] 
It is unfortunately true that most people 
have an idea that it is a teacher’s business 
to look after the child's mind, the parent’s 
business to look after the child’s morals, 
and the child’s business to look after the 
education of his own physical being. This 
is a dangerous subdivision of im portant 
principles between a teacher who knows 
som etaing of 
educational principles, a 
parent who as a rule knows less aad a 
child who knows nothing of them. 
Is 
there any good reason why the careful dis­ 
cipline and control so necessary for the de­ 
velopment ot tbe mind and morals should 
be entirely denied to the body? A great 
many people who pride them selvtscn be­ 
ing praciical have a way of saying "Y'ou 
do a thing right by doing it.” 
Apply this 
to all branches of education and the* latter 
half of a m an’s life would be spent in tiu- 
learniug the errors acquired in the first 
half. The first thing to teach children is 
how to do things right. A certain degree 
cf physical vigor is necessary for good 
mental work and the formation of a sound 
character. 
More children 
and 
young 
people break down in school life from want 
of proper physical supervision and training 
than from any other cause, and this is 
more true of girls than of boys. It is more 
true to-day 
than 
ever before, though 
physical vigor is more needed for a suc­ 
cessful life now than ever before, because 
the pace of life is more rapid in every re­ 
spect, and the struggle for existence is 
keener. 
The younger the child the greater should 
be the relative proportion of physical to 
mental training. This is one of the under­ 
lying principles of the kindergarten system 
by which the child’s mind is approached 
and trained exclusively by physical im ­ 
pressions of such a kind as to create a real 
interest for the work in the child. This is 
the common sense way of starting a child 
out in life, for no chifd should be troubled 
with abstract ideas until after the age of 
seven years. From this period until the 
age of fourteen tbe time spent in physical 
training should be large in proportion to 
that given to m ental work; it should be a 
part of the child's schooling, a part of his 
or her education. There should be a cer­ 
tain sequence of exercise. The brain cen­ 
ters do not develop uniformly and sim ul­ 
taneously. Tne leg centers are developed 
earlier than the arm centers, those of the 
arm earlier than those of the hand, and 
those of the bat’d earlier than those of the 
lips and tongue. These facts ehould be 
recognizsd in the physical training of the 
young child. Children should be taught 
from a very early age that there is a right 
and a wrong way of performing every 
physical action. Especially should they 
be taught how to stand, sit, walk, carry the 
head, etc. The physical iorces should be 
subordinated to the will. This may be par­ 
tially but never completely accomplished 
by the so-called gymnastic apparatus. 
There is one point in regard to which 
there is great error. Many people think 
that physical exercise is the remedy for 
mental overwork. 
No scheme of physical 
work or exercise can neutralize the dangers 
of mental overwork. The physiological 
laws governing nervous and ’ muscular 
work are essentially the same; there are 
the same wear aud tear, the same demand 
for rest and nutrition, and the same laws of 
fatigue.

NEARLY COMPLETED. 
A. A. Bennett, formerly of this city, and The Railroad from Marysville to Knight’s 


Destruction of the First Flooring Mill—A 
Political Quandary—Reminiscence 
of the “ Lansing Grip.” 


whose funeral took place here last Sunday, 
was among the earlier arrivals to our golden ( 
shores, and a description of bis coming 
will be found full of interest. He, together 
with thirteen other pioneer spirits from 
Alabama, banded together and styled them­ 
selves 'The Honigomery Company,” con­ 
sisting of Mr. Benaett, Dr. A. Gindrott, J. 
H . Paul, J. H. Skates. J. Yarbrough, S. 
Cole, P. Bibb, H. Smith, J. B. Davison, E. 
Lynn, Colonel D. M. Boyd, George Al- Í 
bright, Mr. Klock end Mr. Lindsey, a Bap­ 
tist clergyman from Mobile, sailed from 
New Orleans in the steamer Galveston, 
early in 1849, and when in the Carribean 
Sea. on Washington's birthday, February 
22d, she broke ter piston-rod and was 
obliged to rely solely on the limited quan­ 
tity of canvas she spread to carry her into 
port, so the Captain made for British Hon­ 
duras. arriving there safely. Here, part of 
the passengers, Mr. Bennett among them, 
chartered the British brig Thetus, which 
conveyed them to Cbagres, the steamer be­ 
ing afterwards towed to New York. The 
company went up the Chaeres river in 
smeii boats to Gorgonia, and from there 
Mr. Bennett tramped to Panama in one 
day. carrying his rifle on his back -end 
hiring natives to carry his baggage. 
On their arrival at Panama they found 
the people panic stricken from dread of 
cholera, which was then epidemic there. 
After remaining there two months the 
company embarked, with 3*55 passengers, 
on the old ship Alexander Von Humboldt; 
were 102 daj s reaching the Golden Gate, 
stopping a short time for supplies at Aca- 
puico. At last the old ship, after being 
tossed by wind and wave, landed her hu­ 
man cargo in San Francisco, the landing 
taking place on the 30 h of August, 1S49, 
the boats touching ground where the old 
Montgoruery-block building now stands, at 
the corner of Montgomery and Washington 
streets. Although very short of rations, 
and almost losing hope of ever reaching 
the golden land, it was not destined that 
she should go astray, as she bore many a 
name on her list of passengers that was 
to be felt in molding the history of that 
wonderful State—then unborn—California. 
Aside from the subject of tbis sketch, 
there was Dr. Morse, whose name and 
services are dear to every Odd Fellow both 
here and in Europe: James Anthony, of 
the Sacramento Uxiok; Jonathan Kiltredge 
and Captain John Clark, whose name has 
long been familiar to iand-owners and stu­ 
dents of Spanish archives. All of these 
have passed to their long rest, but there are 
yet among the living many more who have 
been prominent in civil or commercial cir­ 
cles, none more so, perhaps, than C. P. 
Huntington, to whom and his associates 
the people owe the great railroad system of 
the State. In commercial circles we find 
the names of Isaac E. Davis, of Davis & 
Cowell; James Irvine, B. A. Hendricksen, 
A. M. and L. M. Starr and James E. Gor­ 
don, of the Gordon Hardware Company, 
the latter gentleman being Secretary of the 
Humboldt Association, composed of the 
surviving passengers of the old ship above 
referred to. 
On the 19ih of December, 1860, 
the old Pioneer Flouring Mill, at the 
mouth of the American river, was de­ 
stroyed by fire. The property was owned 
by Garfield & Dwyer, and their loss was 
about $10,000, half insured. 
It was 
claimed that tbis was the pioneer flouring 
mill, not only of Sacramento, but ol Cali­ 
fornia. The bnilding and engine were 
erected in 1850 by a company that had 
brought the engines from the East for use 
in a steamboat. During that year the 
only machinery employcJ was a Bogardus 
mil! and the work done was chiefly re­ 
grinding flour that baa become “caked” on 
long voyages around the Horn. The mill 
at that time was rented by a man named 
R. D. Carey. He subsequently went to 
Grass Valley and engaged in mining, but 
in 1852 returned to Sacramento and again 
rented the Pioneer Mill and pul in a pair 
of small burr-stones and bolting-cloth, 
which are understood to have been the 
first erected on the Pacific coast for the 
manufacture of bolted flour. During the 
fall of that year Carey manufactured 
a 
large quantity of flour at $10 
a barrel. Wheat then cost 12 to 13 cents a 
pound. In December, 1852, he sold out to 
C. B. Linton, who ran the mill for six 
months. The building and machinery 
then fell into the hands cf Judge Wilson, 
who ran the mill for several years and 
then sold oat to Garfield & Dwyer, who 
improved the plant and made the business 
profitable. 
As the time approached for Lin­ 
coln to assume the Presidency—and inci­ 
dentally deal oat the loaves and fishes for 
the first time to hungry Republicans—can­ 
didates for Federal offices were numerous 
here as elsewhere. For the Postmaster­ 
ship, L. Hermanee, Thomas Hill, George 
Rowland, W. Bidwell, W. M. Harron and 
A. A. DeLong were aspirants; and Dr. A. 
B. Nixon, Jacob Shew, L. H. Foote, T. 
Millington and Washington Meeks each 
wanted the fat little sinecure of Surveyor 
of the Port (Sacramento was then a port of 
entry.; California had no Republican Rep­ 
resentativas in Congress at the time, and 
these aspirants each sought the interven­ 
tion of the State Central Committee. And 
here came in the joke—it turned out that 
every solitary member of the committee 
was "himself 8 candidate for some appoint­ 
ment at the President's hands; wherefore 
the committeemen had all they could do 
to look out for themselves 
On the 14:h of December Judge 
McKune sentenced William Price to death 
for the murder of Robert Poole near Pat­ 
terson's Station, in this county. The pris­ 
oner was completely broken down, and 
presented a pitiable spectacle. 
James W. 
Coffrotb. bis counsel, moved for a new 
trial, and promised to produce evidence to 
show that Poolo had, a few hours before he 
was killed, threatened the life of Price, but 
the motion was denied. 
To the present populace of Port­ 
land, Or., a little street scene that occurred 
there thirty years ago would be a novelty. 
One day a farmer drove into town with a 
wagon load of cabbages, and not findiDg a 
market therefor he distributed them along 
the public streets to the cows and hogs. 
The idea of cows and hogs roaming at large 
about the streets of Portland and dining on 
cabbages, would be a novel sight these 
days. ’ 
In an item concerning the enforce­ 
ment of an execntion against a French­ 
woman by a furniture dealer, it was stated 
by a local paper that the woman resisted 
the seizure of her property, and that an 
officer, "by the forcible action known as 
the 'Lansing grip,’ brought her to her 
knees." Everybody who ever hsd occa­ 
sion to shake bands with the late Jim 
Lansing has a lingering remembrance of 
that “Lmsing grip.” 
Editor George K. Fitch, of the San 
Francisco liulletin, must have been some­ 
thing of an athlete in those days. One 
day he was met on the street by E. R. 
Campbell, formerly State Registar, and the 
latter assaulted him with a cowhide. Mr. 
Fitch met bis man half-way, knocked him 
down, sat on him and took away his cow­ 
hide. He refrained, however, from further 
punishing him. 
George E. Barnes, then employed on 
the Call, bat now on the Bulletin, "had a 
narrow escape from death thirty years ago. 
He and E i. Knight, a brother journalist, 
were sleeping in a building on Clay street 
when it caught fire. They saved their 
lives only by jumping from á window. 
The Atheneum, a local debating 
society, was wrestling with that perennial 
and very tough conundrum, “Should 
woman be allowed the right of suffrage?” 
The debating societies are still discussing 
the subject. 
The people of Marysville were re­ 
joicing over the fact that" the local gas 
company had consented to reduce the price 
of gas there to ten dollars per thousand 
feet. It didn’t require much to make peo­ 
ple happy in those days. 
‘ 
Henry W. Haileck, who soon af­ 
terward became Secretary of War, was 
thirty years ago a civilian in San Fran­ 
cisco and Major General of militia. 


Landing Soon to Operate, 
The new railroad between Marysville and 
Knight’s Landing is nearly completed, and 
will soon be in operation. Eighty carloads 
daily of fine gravel is being deposited upon 
the road every day from a pit about eight 
miles south of Tehama, and a large force 
of men are at work. The track, for the 
most of the distance, is on an embank­ 
ment, built in the most substantial man­ 
ner. Cobbles are hauled from a deposit in 
the Feather river near Oroville, and they 
are placed on the eides of the embank­ 
ment so as to prevent any washing of the 
track by the water from Feather river. 
One year ago the road was about as near 
completed as it is now, when the rains set 
in and almost obliterated the entire work. 
Work trains are now running on the road, 
but it is not known as yet by the rail'osd 
officials here when passenger trains will he 
put on. The length of the-road is twenty- 
eight miles. 
TRANSACTION IN HOPS. 
R orat B rothers are Sued for the Value of 
Seventeen Bales. 
Suit was commenced yesterday in the 
Superior Court by Harriet M. Bentley and 
8. A. Bentley, against Paul, Lewis and E. 
Clemens Horst—who do business under 
the firm name of Horst Brothers—for 
$867 62 and costs of suit. 
The plaintiffs allege that, on the 17th of 
September last, they sold and delivered to 
the defendants seventeen bales oí hops, 
the agreed price therefore being 291 cents 
per pound, making the total due, $867 62. 
But they allege no part of this sum has 
been paid, hence the suit.

THE STATE COMMISSIONERS EXPLAIN 
ABOUT GRANITE STEPS 


And O ther Im provem ents—W hy Certain 
W ork H as Not Been Done— 
Recom m endations. 


In their report to the Legislature, just 
published, the State Capitol Commission­ 
ers (the Governor, Secretary of State and 
Treasurer), review their work of the past 
two years, and explain the causes of the 
delay in the construction of the granite 
steps authorized to be laid in the main 
walks leading to the Capitol building. 
After quoting the provisions of the Act in 
relation thereto—which required the stone 
to be procured from the State Prison—the 
report says: 
The same Act authorized the Board of State 
Prison Directors to furnish the said granite to 
the Capitol Commissioners, and appropriated 
the sum of 517,920 to carry out the provisions of 
the Act. 
Mr. Grunsky was selected to prepare plans 
and specifications for the step?, which were 
adopted by the board, and J. Carroll, Jr., of 
Sacramento, a practical stonemason, was en­ 
gaged to superintend the cutting of the stone 
ana generally supervise the work. It was soon 
learned that the estimates upm which the ap­ 
propriation was made were far lrom correct, 
and that the steps could not be completed 
within the specified amount. The Commission­ 
ers were handicapped from the start by the pro­ 
visions of the bill requiring the work to be done 
by day labor, and much time was lost and 
many expenses necessarily incurred which 
could have been saved could the work have 
been done by contract. 
The expense of getting the granite from Fol­ 
som was far more than was estimated, aad the 
plans adopted by the Board were for molded 
instead of square-cut steps, thus Increasing the 
cost of rutting almost one-half. 
But four tiers of steps iu front of the Capitol 
have been completed. The stone for the re­ 
maining two tiers in front is all cut, but the 
steps could not be set owing to the appropria­ 
tion being exhausted. Much of the stoue for 
the four tiers iu the rear oi tfce Capitol is cut, 
and al! the granite is on the ground. 
The bill of the Folsom State Prison for granite 
furnished, amounting to 81,838 60, remains due 
and unpaid, and will be presented as a defi­ 
ciency hill. Also, a balance of 579 4S, due John 
D. Sl'iearer for repairing the artificial stone 
pavements, remains unpaid and will be pre­ 
sented as a deficiency bill. 
WALKS IN THE CAPITOL GROUNDS. 
An appropriation of $3,200 was made by 
the last Legislature for the purpose of con­ 
structing two walks in the State Capitol 
grounds, one to begin from N street, oppo­ 
site Twelfth street, and continue obliquely 
to the Capitol driveway, and the other to 
begin on L street, opposite Twelfth street, 
and continue obliquely to the Capitol 
driveway opposite the north and south 
ends of the Capitol.” 
“Owing to t&e fact,” say the Commis­ 
sioners, “that the granite steps have not 
been erected in the rear of the Capitol, it 
was deemed by the Board nnadvisable to 
begin the construction of the walks pro­ 
vided for. In consequence this appropria­ 
tion remains intact, to be used whenever 
the steps are placed in position, and the 
walks may be completed without interfer­ 
ence or delay.” 
The Board earnestly recommends that 
sufficient money be appropriated to com­ 
plete the construction of the granite steps, 
and for the parchase of pipe and laying of 
the same in the newly filled portion of the 
Capitol Park, as suggested in the report of 
the Engineer, and also the payment of ail 
deficiency bills presented against the appro­ 
priations under its control. 
MOEE MONEY REQUIRED. 
Because of the increased area of the im­ 
proved portion of the park, the Board 
recommends that the biennial appropri­ 
ation for “water for irrigation, purchase of 
hose and implements, to be used on the 
State Capitol grounds,” be increased from 
So,000 to $8,000. and that it be for "the uaea 
of the Board of State Capitol Commission- 
ere on the Capitol gronnd.” The reasons 
for asking for this increased appropriation 
are that the arga covered by lawns and 
flower-beds has been more than doubled, 
the water rate has been doubled, and the 
expenses incurred in the repair and pur­ 
chase of hose, implements, etc , have bean 
greatly increased. 
STREET IMPROVEMENT. 
The Commissioners call attention to the 
fact that $852 of the $2.000 appropriated for 
the improvement of Fifteenth street, along 
the eastern line of Capitol Park, has been 
expended in that work, and the remainder 
returned to the Treasury. 
The Barometer Rising. 
The temperature at 5 a. m. aad 5 p. m. 
yesterday in this city, was 36° and 52°, 
while the highest and lowest was 54° and 
34°, with fresh northerly winds and cloud­ 
less sky. There was quite a frost in the 
morniDg. 
The highest and lowest temperature one 
year ago yesterday was 55° and 46°, with 
.16 of an inch of rain, and one year ago to 
day 48° and 40°, with 52 of an inch of rain. 
The barometer yesterday was considerably 
above 30 inches and rising. 


W ill Have a Rehearing. 
Attorney-General Johnson will shortly 
file a notice with the Supreme Court Clerk 
for a rehearing in the case of the People 
vs Bemmerly, which the Supreme Court 
reversed several days ago, on the ground 
that the jary was not properly instructed 
as to what "a reasonable doubt” was. 
Bemmerly was tried in Yolo county be 
fore Judge Garoutte, and was oonvicted of 
murder in the second degree. 


D0UBTLES8 COMMENDABLE.

PROTECTION OF GAIE. 


SOMETHING 
ABOUT THE PRESENT 
SLAUGHTER OF DUCE8. 


It W ill Not be Necessary to Apply to tbe 
Legislature for R elief—Deputy 
Cal I and an Talks. 


“I was pleased to read in the R ecord- 
U n io n that some action is to be taken to 
stop the wholesale slaughter of game in 
Sacramento county, and in the State,” 
said F. P. Callundan, Chief of the State 
Board of Fish Commissioners’ Patrol, to a 
reporter yesterday. 
Mr. Callundan had reference to the arti­ 
cle published yesterday regarding the prac­ 
tice of certain market-hunters in slaughter­ 
ing ducks with u gun which County Clerk 
Hamilton aptly termed a cannon. With 
such a weapon one of these hunters was 
enabled to bring to market Friday morning 
an even thousand ducks—the result of one 
day’s hunt. Gentlemen who hunt for 
pleasure are indignant over this, and peti­ 
tions are being circulated for signatures, 
which petitions it 13 intended to submit to 
the comiDg Legislature, with the hope that 
a law wiil be passed regulating the size of 
guns to be used by hunters in the future. 
LEGISLATIVE INTERFERENCE UNNECESSARY. 
“Of course,” continued Mr. Callundan- 
‘'my duties call principally for my atten­ 
tion to the first business, but at the same 
time I keep my eyes open on the manner 
in which the game laws ere respected. In- 
asmucb as I am compelled to tiavel a great 
deal about the State, naturally my observa­ 
tions have been somewhat extended, and I 
have many suggestions to offer whicE, if 
adopted, would have a tendency to stop the 
indiscriminate slaughter of game in Cali­ 
fornia. But I am getting cway from my 
subject—we were speaking of that duck 
affair here in Sacramento. 
“Now, the persons who are getting up 
that petition for tbe Legislature, evidently 
are not familiar with the State game laws. 
It will not be necessary to go to the Legis­ 
lature for relief in this matter. The Super­ 
visors can remedy the evil—if evil it is. 
Section 4046, of Article II. of the Political 
Code says that the Boards of Super­ 
visors, in their respective counties, have 
jurisdiction 8nd power, under prescribed re­ 
strictions,‘to make regulations for the de­ 
struction of gophers, squirrels, etc., to 
make regulations for the protection of 
game, fish and shell fish, etc , and, when 
such regulations are made as provided in 
this section, relating to game and fish, the 
laws of the State for the protection thereof áre 
-uspendcd in such county 
SUPERVISORS’ POWER3. 
“Now, that reads pretty plain, dotsn’t 
t?” continued Mr. Callundan. “The law 
gives the Supervisors absolute power in 
the matter, and all your local Board has to 
do is to pass an order prohibiting the use 
of cannons—or whatever they see fit to 
prohibit—in the ^laughter of ducks, or 
game of any kind. Your sportsmen will 
not have to wait for the Legislature. 
“While this law seems to fit nicely 
enough in this case, and will no doubt 
cause the sportsmen to rejoice, my experi­ 
ence with that same law has taught me 
that it is harmful—I am branching off 
from the dnck business now. you know. 
On its face it looks like a good 
game-protecting law. But it is not. 
Let 
me 
explain. 
You 
will 
ob­ 
serve that every Board of Supervisors 
has absolute power to pass the game laws 
for their respective counties. Now, in the 
case of the laws for the protection of quail, 
for example, the open and close seasons 
are not alike in any two counties. What 
the result? Why, the officers cannot 
secure the conviction of any of the market 
men for having quail in their possession 
out of season for the reason that they can­ 
not prove that they were killed out of sea­ 
son—they don’t know what county the 
game came from. Besides, the open sea­ 
son, by reason of this lack of uniformity, 
is so long that game has no chance to in­ 
crease. and is being gradually extermi­ 
nated.” 
UNPROTECTED FISH. 
Mr. Callundan, continuing, said that the 
laws inte ded for the protection of fish had 
suffered in the same way as the other game 
laws, by reason ol the power placed in the 
hands of the various Boards of Super­ 
visors. The State law prohibited the use 
of nets by fishermen, in which the meshes 
were less than seven and one-half inches. 
But the Supervisors can and have 
reduced 
this 
by 
half. 
Particularly 
was this the case in Tehama county. 
As an illustration of the injury this incurs, 
Mr. Callendan said that the recently intro­ 
duced striped bass should grow to á weight 
of from sixty to seventy pounds ; but ow­ 
ing to the small-meshed nets permitted 
fish of this kind is seldom seen in the 
markets weighing over two pounds. It 
would only have been a short time, he said, 
before this magnificent fiah would be ex­ 
terminated had not steps been taken for its 
protection. The Fish Commissioners fonnd 
tbe job of running down illegal fishermen 
and pleading with Boards of Snoervisors 
too heavy for them, so they appealed to the 
Board of Supervisors of San Francisco, the 
principal market place. Through the ex­ 
ertions of the Commissioners, the Super­ 
visors there passed an ordinance making it 
a misdemeanor for any person in the city 
and county of San Francisco to buy or sell 
or to have in his possession any striped 
bass of less than eight pounds in weight. 
This pat a check on the indiscriminate 
destruction of striped bass, and the fish 
now bids fair to become popnlons in Cali­ 
fornia waters.

THE DENTISTS.

Suggestions Advanced in the R eport ot 
the Exam ining B oard. 
The biennial report of the Board of 
Dental Examiners was turned out of the 
State Printing Office yesterday. It con­ 
tains a list of all tbe dentists in tbe State 
holding certificates from the Board, and 
also has the tollowing suggestions, which 
are of interest to persons engaged in den­ 
tistry: 
•All persons who are now practicing 
dentistry in tbis State, and who have not 
received" a certificate from this Board, in 
pursuance cf the Act mentioned, are vio­ 
la* ing the law. and are snbject to arrest, 
and a fine of $50 to $200, or imprisonment 
for six months in the County Jail, for each 
and every offense. 
“It will be necessary for all persons who 
may hereafter desire to engage in the prac­ 
tice of dentistry in this State, to secure a 
certificate from this Board, npon a diploma 
from a repntable dental college, or after 
examination in dental snrgery, as required 
by the Act of March 12. 1885. In examin­ 
ing applicants for certificates to practice 
dentistry, the Board will examine in the 
branches of anatomy, physiology, pathol­ 
ogy, histology, hygiene, materia medica, 
therapeutics, chemistry, metallurgy, oper­ 
ative dentistry, dental jurisprudence, and 
prosthetic dentistry. Examinations will 
be both written and clinical. Seventy-five 
per cent, will be required on the written 
examinations, and in addition a satisfactory 
clinical examination will be required of 
all those who are successful on the written 
examinations. 
“Each applicant must come prepared to 
do any work designated for him. The 
Beard will famish chairs, engines, vulcan- 
izers. and all necessary materials.”

Some Facts Concerning the Institution 
In Wlilch thty Live, 
The sixth annual report of the Trustees 
of tbe California Hume for the Care and 
Training of Feeble-Minded Children was 
issued by the State Printer yesterday. The 
report shows that the affairs of the institu­ 
tion are in a prosperous state and the sani­ 
tary condition is good. 
Of the sum of $170,000, appropriated by 
the last Legislature, $50,000 was expended 
in the purchase of the new site near Glen 
Ellen, and the balance, $120,000, is tobe ex­ 
pended on the buildings. Of this latter 
sum $5,000 was spent in architect's salaries, 
attorneys’ fees, traveling expenses in aearch 
of a location, advertising, etc., leaving 
$115,000 wherewith to defray ex per sea for 
the building* now in conree of erection. 
On October let there were 126 inmates in 
the home—seventy males and fifty-six 
females. Between the ease of 5 and 10 


Several years have passed since the farm­ 
ers and fruit-growers along the lower Sac­ 
ramento river and on the various islands 
formed by its branches have enjoyed snch 
a promising cutiook for a year’s prosperity 
as that which now confronts them. New 
levees have been constructed, old ones 
strengthened, and flooded lands drained, 
until now the farmers are getting their 
fertile tule lands into good shape for culti­ 
vation. There will, no donbt, be high 
water in the river and slonghs in tbe 
spriDg, as usual, but the levees are in bet­ 
ter shape to withstand freshets than they 
have been for some years past. 
This is especially true of Grand Island, 
which may truthfully be designated as “tbe 
tight little isle,” for its levees successfully 
withstood the terrible floods cf last winter, 
Which were the worst experienced in 
thirty years. Some water remained in the 
interior of the island from the flooding of 
former years and the natural sipage from 
the river, but this has nearly all been dis­ 
posed of by pumping, and the island will 
soon be wholly free from water. The 
present outlook warrants the belief that 
nearly every acre of land cn that fertile 
oasis in the tule desert will be brought 
under cultivation the coming spring, and 
several crops gathered therefrom "before 
next winter. 
A representative of the Rio Vista Xews 
last week made the circuit of Grand Island 
in a naptha launch, and found farming 
operations in progress on both sides of 
Steamboat and Old River. The following 
reference is made to a few of the elegant 
homes along the rivers: 
“It was late Saturday morning when a 
start was affected, but it was but a tew 
moments when the launch was plowing 
the placid wa'ers of Steamboat slough.

Notes of a Sacramentan on 
Mendocino County. 
S acram en to , December 19,1890. 
E ds. S u n d ay U n io n : A most enjoyable 
trip is one to Inglenook and tbe redwoods 
in Mendocino county; for beauty and va­ 
riety ot scenery it cannot be surpassed. 
Take tbe North Pacific Railway at Tiburón 
for' Ukiah, which passes through lovely 
valleys, orchards aud hop fields. There 
the stage for Mendocino City, distant from 
Ukiah fifty miles, over one of the best 
graded roads in California, which wind3 
around and over the mountains through 
deep forests and glens dotted wiih little 
cabins here aud there Dy theroadsids. The 
mountain air is pure and invigorating 
and the ride a most deiightfnl one. At 
Mendocino City change stage for Fort 
Bragg and Inglenook. 
Fort Bragg is situated on the coast, and 
is a fine shtpDing point. Five years ago it 
had bnt one house. At tbe present time It 
has a population of about 2,000, and boasts 
of four good churches. The growth of 
the town is due to the redwood company, 
which h8S six or seven miles of railroad, 
and which contemplites building more, 
and eventually connecting with the pros­ 
pective Eureka road, which wiil bring 
Fort Bragg within a few bonrs of San 
Francisco by rail. A steamer runs from 
Fort Bragg to San Francisco semi-weekly. 
IDglenook, six miles from Fort Bragg, "is 
a lovely little village by the sea, which con­ 
tains a postoffice, scbool-bonse, ball, and 
about a dozen families, who own timber 
land in tbe redwoods. Tbe housewives 
and young ladies are noted for their good 
cooking and nice evening entertainments. 
Major Lockhardt, one of the oldest settlers, 
is an energetic, genial man, and he is never 
so happy as when he is helping a poor 
man find a timber claim. Inglenook conld 
be made as deiightfnl a health aDd pleasure 
retort as there is in the State, as tbe weath­ 
er ia cool and invigorating. Vegetation 
and flowers grow without irrigation. 
Hunting is good in the surrounding hijls, 
and fish abound in the lake and streams. 
The redwoods in the Coast Range moun­ 
tains is a very valuable tract of limber 
land. Some of the trees being over thirty 
feet in circumference. 
Rockport is a shipping point twenty 
miles from IDglenook, situated in a little 
valley reaching out to the ocean, and a 
most magnificent view is from the great 
mountains overlooking tbe valley and 
ocean. 
Up a steep, winding grade, three miles 
from Rockport, is Ware’s Camp, located in 
a large tract of redwoods, which Mr. 
Ware and his three sons own, and during 
the summer they engage in stripping the 
tan-bark from the oak trees and shipping 
it to San Francisco—a new industry in this 
locality.

“How’s that for mail?” 
Postmaster Coleman had escorted the 
reporter into the big mailing room at tbe 
Po9toffice last evening, and pointed to a 
stack of mail-pouches that reached nearly 
to the ceiling, which was the result of the 
great American enstom of Christmas gift- 
making. Within the past two or three 
days the business of the office had in­ 
creased fully one-third, and, what was 
worse, tte mail consisted to a great degree 
of cumbersome packages. 
“That must bs a week’s mail,” suggested 
the newspaper man. 
“Wrong. That’s this afternoon’s depart­ 
ing mail only, and, what is more, that is 
only a portion of it. That is only the 
Eastern and Northern mail.” 
Mr. Coleman then went on to explain 
that this force of clerks have been kept “on 
the jump" night and day since the rush 
started, but despite tbe great amount of 
mail matter to be handled, they had not as 
yet allowed any of it to accumulate upon 
their bands. 
Tbe amount of matter passing through 
the Postoffice this year, both comiDg in 
and going out, is said to be almost unpre­ 
cedented in Sacramento. But, as the Post­ 
master happily put it, it was indicative of 
“good times,” and neither he nor his 
clerks had any complaint to offer. But. 
although there has been a veritable “jam” 
at tbe institution for the past couple of 
days the worst is yet to come. 
"I don’t anticipate much more trouble 
from the departing mail,” said Mr. Cole­ 
man, “because I believe that the bulk of it 
has been disposed of. You see, persons 
who send presents to friends living at a 
distance have already mailed them, and 
we will now only have to handle those 
destined tor places only a short distance 
away. Bnt where we are going to catch 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday is from 
the incoming mail. That all has to be sort­ 
ed and delivered, you know, and very rapid­ 
ly at lhat, in order to keep up with it. I 
have no doubt but that tbe delivery this 
year wiil be enormous, judging from what 
has already come in.” 
The Postmaster has devised a means of 
facilitating matters, however, that will 
meet with hearty approval from the citi­ 
zens. On Tuesday and Wednesday he wiil 
press into service an extra carrier, who 
will be provided with a delivery wagon. 
These will attend exclusively to the deliv­ 
ery of packages too heavy for the regular 
carriers, and will save the persons to whom 
the parcels are directed the trouble of 
goiDg to the postoffice for them, according 
to the usual custom. This will also prove 
a great advantage to the clerks at the 
office, who otherwise would have to de­ 
vote much of their time to the delivery 
window. 
BRIEF NOTES. 


“Doctor,” asked a Sunday U nion re­ 
porter yesterday of one of the physicians 
of the city, “what is there in this new­ 
fangled fad called ‘electrolysis,’ which is 
said to be employed nowadays for the pur­ 
pose of destroying or removing the ex­ 
cessive growth of hair on the hands, face, 
or other portions of the human body ? . Or 
are yon familiar with its alleged uses and 
the results thereof?” 
“Ob, yes,” replied the man of medicine; 
“I believe I know something about it, and 
am prepared- to say there is something in 
it. The term ‘electrolysis’ signifies de­ 
composition of a substance by means of an 
electric current. During the past ten years 
the use of electricity has become au im­ 
portant agent in the treatment of certain 
affections of the skin. Its value has al­ 
ready been thoroughly established, and its 
general employment is simply a qnestion 
of time. The recorded experience of a few 
American dermatologists has excited con­ 
siderable interest both at home and 
abroad. 
“Of the advances which dermatology has 
made in recent years, tbe development of 
the operation for the permanent removal 
of hair is without doubt the most brilliant. 
A few years ago one of the most celebrated 
Physicians of the day was asked for relief 
by a bearded lady, who suffered intense 
mortification and distress owing to her 
superfluous growth of hair, and he replied 
that the ODly means of relief at our com­ 
mand is the daily use of the razor or the 
employment of a depilatory powder. 
"In 1880 a lady with a growth of hair 
upon chin and neck consulted the promi 
nent dermatologists in Vienna, and all 
agreed that no one would promise a per 
rnanent eradication of snch superfluous 
hair but a regular charlatan. In the lignt 
of what has been accomplished in this 
country, it is apparent that, in one respect 
at lea3t, our physicians are in advance of 
the profession abroad. European authors 
cf recent date appear unacquainted with 
this plan of treatment, or merely mention 
it without giving any record of personal 
experience. 
"Perhaps very few people have any ade­ 
quate idea of the prevalence of an un­ 
natural growth of hair upon the female 
face. Of the number of ladies in private 
life who endeavor by artifice of various 
kinds to conceal the unpleasant fact that 
they have abeard.it would be hard to form 
an estimate. There are hundreds of such 
cases. But of those who have a compara­ 
tively moderate growth of coarse hair upon 
the face, and particularly upon the chin, 
the number is beyond computation. We 
note instances of tbis hypertrichosis on 
every hand—in the drawing-room, on the 
street, or wherever ladies congregate. Could 
we but know the secrets of the boudoir, we 
would be surprised how large a percentage 
of our female acquaintances resort occa­ 
sionally, if not habitually, to the use of the 
depilatory, the razor or the tweezers. 
"Although an abnormal growth of this 
character may not prove fatal, and to the 
sterner sex may appear trivial, woman 
derives very little satisfaction from the 
fact that ‘ugliness is not fatal.’ It is a con­ 
stant source of annoyance. It is very apt 
to affect her disposition and to injure her 
prospects in life, especially if she is young 
and unmarried; and by the mental dis­ 
quietude. which in many instances it pro­ 
duces, injures the health and destroys the 
happiness. 
“The cause of facial hirsuteness and other 
blemishes, in the light of onr present 
knowledge, is not thoroughly settled. No 
condition or set of symptoms are common 
to all patients. Some are healthy and 
strong, while others are debilitated; some 
are extremely nervous, others not so in the 
slightest degree; some are fair, others dark 
compiexioned; some stout, others thin; 
some are maidens from twenty to fifty! 
others married: some have children; some 
have none. The common idea that the 
growth of a beard in the female is neces­ 
sarily associated with masculine traits of 
character is certainly not founded on fact, 
for many snch patients present the verv 
higuest type of feminine refinement. 
“ As to the amount of pain occasioned by 
tbe operation it may be stated that the 
most sensitive and nervous rarely com­ 
plain of it. The majority of patients say 
that it is not as disagreeable as having 
teeth filled, and many consider it no greater 
than they experience in removing the hairs 
with tweezers. Not only can superfluous 
hair be removed successfully bv means of 
electrolysis, but other facial blemishes. 
"Telangiectasi3 (wine mark) or noevus 
araneus. so-called from its resemblance to a 
spider (noevus verrucosus), a small wart or 
mole which is frequently pigmented, is a 
blemish often seen upon persons of mid­ 
dle or advanced age. Its removal cau be 
easily accomplished, there being no foun­ 
dation whatever that it is likely to turn 
into a cancer. There are ladies who affect 
to regard an unsightly excrescence of this 
kind as “a thing of beauty,” but when 
they find that it can be removed withont 
tbe use of the knife and with very little 
pain they very willingly part with it.”

Seal Poaching in Behring Sea H nst 
Stopped. 
N ew Y o ek, December 20th.—A Wash­ 
ington special says that President Harrison 
exp*.eta to accompany his transmission to 
Congress of further papers relating to the 
Behring Sea controversy with a special 
message, expressing his opinion respecting 
the rights and claims of the United States 
connected with the seal fishery, and tbe 
comparative merits of the conduct and 
position of the two Governments sicce the 
first seizure, in 1886, and the duty of Con­ 
gres- in the present position of the qaes- 
tiuD.

The message will be framed with espe­ 
cial .el-rence to the pending proposal of 
the British Government for arbitration, 
Which proposal it is intended to rej-ct. 
Tne personal bitterness between Blaine 
aud Lord Salisbury that has arisen out of 
the course of the negotiations is perceived 
here to constitute a material objection to 
the c rntinuance of any efforts toward a 
settlement, especially after the diplomatic 
relations between the two Governments 
eba.l nave been further strained by the 
energetic manner in which Blaine is pre­ 
paring to show up ibe hollowness and un­ 
fairness of the British arbitration project.

The pending British proposal is to refer 
to be determination of a friendly and im­ 
partial arbitrator the queetion whether 
seizures of British sealing vessels by the 
United States were or were not lawful 
atizares. To this form of the proposed 
submission of the case to arbitration the 
President strenuously objects, and he never 
will agree to it tiuless Congress shall as­ 
sume the responsibility in some mode by 
y ieldiug adherence to it. 
The President will give Congress to un­ 
derstand that in the present state of the 
luau-er he perceives neither authority nor 
re.ison to abstain next season from a literal 
enforcement of the provisions of the law 
for the protection of fur seals in Alaska and 
the wa'ers thereof. 
He will also ask Congress for a liberal 
appropriation1 to meet the expense of fitting 
out c artered vessels to serve as revenue 
vessel-», in sufficient number and character 
to capture and dispose of the numerous 
marauding vessels expected to enter Behr 
ing 8ea next year. 
PAUNCEPOTE ECBPBISED. 
New York, December 20.h —A dispatch 
to the Herald lrom Washington says: Sir 
Julian Pauncefote expressed his surprise 
that there should be any difficulty in 
bunging the Beliiing Sea dispute to arbi­ 
tration. 
"Both Great Britain and the United 
States,” said he, “while differing upon tbe 
facts bearing upon the question, have a 
common object, which seems susceptible of 
submission to arbitration. The form of 
submission refeired to by the President in 
his annual message is eimply an offer upon 
the psrt of Englaud to lay the dispute be­ 
fore an arbitrating power."

In proof he read extracts from a 
speech by Delegate Chrtbman in the late Consti­ 
tutional Convention of Mississippi, declaring 
that since 1875 there had not been a fair election 
in that 8tat*-; that, in plain words the whites 
has b en stuffing the ballot-boxes, committing 
perjury and carrTiug elections by fraud aud 
violence. He read |the qualifications for voten 
in the Constitution cf Mississippi, among others 
being the ability of the voter i.after January, 
1882) to read or to give a reasonable explanation 
of tne meaning ot anj clause of ihe Constitu­ 
tion of the State. It the Constitution ol Missis­ 
sippi had stopped at the educational test, aud 
excluded from the right ot suffrage every white 
or black who couid not read ihat instrument, 
nobody would complain of it. But now the ig­ 
norant white voter might hvve the simplest 
clause read to him, and be asked if he under­ 
stood it, and, answering yes, be p.rm itted to 
vote; while tne abstruse clause as to eminent 
domain, or some techuical question, might be 
read to the colored voter, who would be asked 
to give a reasonable explanation of it. The 
scheme was plainly devised to let the ignorant 
wbire man vote, it be voted the Democratic 
ticket, and to keep the ignorant black man from 
voting, unless he voted that ticket; and vet 
the Democratic Senators railed against the 
pendiug measure as giving the fcupervisor lordly 
rowers. This Constitution oi Mississippi had 
teen adopted, too, not by a vote of the people, 
but by trie Convection itself. Southern men 
ought not to fold their atm ; aud say that they 
would keep their inc.eased representation, 
while suppressiug the negro vote. It had been 
said on the other side ’hat the negro should 
never have had a right to vote, but it was too 
late now to argue that question. The right had 
been given him, whether in wisdom or un­ 
wisdom, and could not be taken from him. Re­ 
ferring to Stewart's speech yesterday, and his 
remark that the election law could not be eu- 
foiced in the South, because public opinion 
would not support it, Spooner said : ’ Have we 
fallen on the condition in our country that calls 
lor the preservation by law of the purity oi the 
ballot at the North, but that we must stop at the 
M »son and Dixon line, because public opinion 
in the South is in favor of a dishonest and 
fraudulent and violeDt suppression of suffrage? 
1 cannot believe it.” 
Spooner spoke over five hours, and bis speech 
was listened to with mutual attention on both 
sides ot the chamber. 
Inga’is said it was the conviction of the 
great mass oi the people North that the Con­ 
stitutional Convention ot M lR-issippt assembled 
for the avowed purpose ol disfranchising the 
majority of its citizens, who were a'so citizens 
of the United States. It had been assembled 
for the express purpose ot multiplying, de eat­ 
ing and overthrowing the amendments to the 
Constitution of tbe United States, by agreeing 
to which the state of Mississippi secured read­ 
mission into the UniOD. The Southern people 
had retained their representation in the House 
ol Representatives and hi electoral college, 
while they suppressed the colored vote. Thev 
had retained a representation which had given 
them for fourteen years a supremacy in the 
House, and once placed in the Presidential 
chair a man who had never been elected to that 
Office in any just seme. Contrary to the usual 
course pursued in free communities, the results 
of Ihe Miss srippi Convention would not be sub­ 
mitted to the people to be voted upon. It had 
been arranged to have it declared the organic 
law of tbe State without any action on the part 
of the voters, 
Edmunds agreed that the ConveBtion came 
into existence by methods entirely outside of 
the Constitution of the S-tate, which provided 
a particular way for its own amendment. 
Tbe conference report on the bill for a public 
building at Kansas City was agreed to, aud tbe 
Senate adjourned. 
IK THE HOUSE. 
W ashington, December 20th.-In the House 
to-day Miiliktn of Maine presente! a number of 
con erence reports on the public building bills, 
on motion of Ciunie of California. 
The Senate bill was passed for the relief of 
S. H Brooks, Assistant Treasurer at San Fran­ 
cisco, and his sureties on his official boid. 
A bill wa* passed to authorize the construc­ 
tion of a tunnel uuder the waters of ihe Iwy of 
New York, between Middlttown and New Ut­ 
recht. 
On the motion of Herrman of Oregon, a bill 
Wii pasted for the cancellation of a certain 
contract for the delivery of stone for the im­ 
provement cf the- Columbia river. 
A motion to adjourn, made by Stone of Ken­ 
tucky, was lost. 
The House went into Committee of the Whole 
on tbe urgent deficiency bill, with the Senate 
amendment. 
Henderson moved concurrence except in the 
amendment providing for the payment of the 
Senate session employes, Including clerks to 
Senators. 
Alter a long debate the motion was agreed to, 
the bill was returned to tbe Senate, and the 
House adjourned.

Gerhardt expresses satisfaction with the 
remedy and confirms Koch’s experience 
that it is most useful in an initial stage of 
the disease. 
Dr. Gnttman has four cases that have 
been absolutely cured of pulmonary phtbe- 
sis, having been taken at an early stmre. 
Professor Leyden reports that of 127 pa­ 
tients t.eaied at the charity hospital the 
general results are promising, and there 
has been no mishap in any instance. 
In contrast to this, the CologDe Gazette 
records the death of a patient confided to 
the care of Dr. Libberlz by Koch, and who 
received the first mjec'ion’frem Koch. 
Professor Leyden admonishes the doctors 
to use the utmost caution, as the injections 
affect the heart strongly. All deaths fol­ 
lowing the injection have been caused by 
the heart being affected. 
Tbe dispute over the G ivernment com­ 
munal bill threatens a serious crisis. Min­ 
ister of the Interior Herr Forth, finding the 
majority of the committee bent upon 
amendments preserving severai feudal 
privileges which the bill aimed to abolish, 
conferred with his colleagues, who author­ 
ized him to inform the committee that if 
the Landtag supported the amendments it 
will be immediately dissolved. A sharp 
dispute followed, the Conservative mem­ 
bers of the committee declaring that the 
Government was takiDg a line ruinous to 
the aristocracy, which they held was the 
backbone of " monarchy. The committee 
adjourned until January 1st, and several of 
tbe members will consult Bismarck on the 
crisis and ask him to appear aud lead the 
opposition. 
The Pott, Conservative, warns its party 
that a dissolution on such a question 
would lesnlt in a Liberal majority. The 
Progressists rejoice at the prospects of a 
dissolution, bat it is not thought that the 
Conservatives will risk a general election. 
Prince William of Nassau, heir to the 
throne of Lnxemhnrg, and the richest 
party among the European Princes after 
the Czarowilch, it is reported, will be be 
trotbed to Prit cess Maigaretbe, sister of 
tbe Emperor. Tbe marriage would be a 
s’ep toward the ultimate absorption of 
Luxemburg by Germany. 
Though the confinement of tbe Empress 
was premature, she is recovering rapidly, 
and the condition of the child is satisfactory. 
A prompt denial íb made of the rumors 
that the Emperor is financially embarassed 
through tbe expenses incurred on his j mr 
neys to tbe European oourts. The report 
that his civil list is to be increased to meet 
the costs of journeys is atso denied, al­ 
though the Emperor holds tbe list not suf­ 
ficient to meet the expenses attendant upon 
the development of his Imperial position.

FINANCIAL WORLD. 
The Aasets ot Kean A Co. Growing Less 
as the Investigation Progresses. 
Chicago, December 20 h.—The assets of 
S. A. Kean & Co., the suspended banking 
firm, are growing Badly less as the proceed­ 
ings in Court progress. Cashier Warne 
testified farther to-day regarding tbe affairs 
of the bsnk, nothing startling beirg ad­ 
duced. W. J. McDonald, at the head of 
the bond department, testified that the net 
v early profit of the bonds is abont $70 000. 
When the bank closed, of about $368 000 
worth of bonds in value, all but $6,000 
were pledged a* collateral. 
A number of new cases were filed to-day 
by persons claiming that they were per­ 
mitted to make depcsits after the bank 
became insolvent. 
Kean to-day delivered the articles of 
agreement, made two years ago, by which 
Mrs. E. M. Culver becameespecial psrtner. 
This partnership was subsequently dis­ 
solved. The articles contained this pecn- 
iiar paragraph : “The business of the firm 
is to be conducted on strictly Christian 
principles and according to the teachings 
of the Bible.” 
MORE FAILURES.

Both Factions Anxioasiy Awaiting the 
Jtfinlt of M onday’s Elections. 
K ilkenny, December 20th.—Parnell cen­ 
times to take an Relive part in the cam­ 
paign. To-day he deliver»d an tddress 
from the hotel here. He w as very positive 
in the assertion ihat slate and lime were 
tbe substances thrown at him the other 
day. He declared that he would allow no 
combination, however powerful, to drive 
him from his duty to Ireland. He ridi­ 
culed McCarthy a8 a leader who did Dot 
have two ounces of steel in bis whole bedy. 
Parnell made another speech this even­ 
ing. In the coutse of his remarks he said: 
“In 1875 God told me to put my hands to 
the plow, and I obeyed.” 
He felt certain that the day cf victory is 
at band, and that this is the last bitter 
struggle before Ireland. 
Throughout the town of Skibbereen. 
County Cork, placards have been posted 
bearing the words, "Civil War is Certain.” 
THE OLADSTONIANS DISHEARTENED. 
L ondon, December 20th.—The Bassett- 
law election and the absence of any early 
prospect of a settlement of the Irish quar­ 
rel are greatly disheartening to the Glad- 
stonians. In fact, something like a panic 
is setting in, and Gladstone's followers are 
showing signs of disorganization and wob­ 
bling. Gladstone’s visit to Bassetilaw is 
now regarded as a serious tactical blunder. 
It virtually emphasizes defeat. 
Gladstone has retired to Hawarden to 
rearrange his correspondence for the future 
historian. He prudently aw aits the result 
of the KilkeDDy election before making 
pronouncements of any kind. 
The Bassettlaw election has shaken the 
confidence of many of Gladstone’s parlia­ 
mentary followers, bat the scenes now 
presented in Kilkenny are convincing 
thousands of electors that Ireland is unfit 
to be intrusted with its own parliament. 
Business men discuss politics as well as 
the men in the street, and have had their 
attention forcibly drawn to this object les­ 
son, which is more damaging to Glad­ 
stone s demand than anything ever ac­ 
complished by the Fenians or dynamiters. 
He would be a rash man who ventuted 
to prophecy tbe result of Monday's election 
in Kilkenny. In fact, indications ail ronnd 
seem less favorable to Parnell than hereto­ 
fore, but the presence of Heaiy, McCarthy 
and tbe Davitt brigade is a distinct advant­ 
age to Parnell's prospects. Healv is much 
distrusted by many Nationalists. Tbey 
regard him as a place-hunter. 
A insinnty of the priesthood is undoubt­ 
edly telling against P irnell, and no efforts 
are spared, from Archbishop Walsh down 
to the youDgest seminarist, to destroy Par­ 
nell's power. If Parnell w'ns. he will 
prove himself a much stronger man than 
he has yet been supposed to be. 8hould 
Kilkenny result in Parneil’s favor, his 
respite will be prolonged, but it may be re­ 
garded as almo3' certain that he will in tbe 
long run be defeated. His appeal to the 
hillside men, which means tbe Fenians 
and moonlighters, looks almost like a last 
resort in a desperate case. 
Little hope is entertained, of a compro­ 
mise, so eagerly songht by William 
O'Brien. In truth, it is donbt/ul whether 
Parnell will t:avel all the wsy to Paris to 
meet him. Mrs. O'Shea has started for 
Paris, and that personality may attract 
Parnell to the French capi’al, but even if 
the two men consult together, ii is not easy 
to see bow they could calm the storm 
which is now raging. 
The Gladstonian panic will not be 
checked by Pope Hennessy’s victory in 
Kilkenny, but will be aggravated by bis 
deleat. 
PARNELL A CHANGED MAN. 
N ew Y’o fk, December 20:h.—A Herald 
Kilkenny special eays: 
Parnell ie a 
changed man. He is’ thin in body and 
haggard in face. His beard is unkempt, 
and his hair straggling. That bis voice is 
husky and almost gone is not to be won­ 
dered at, lor he has worked hard of late. 
More serious is the fjet that his stock cf 
nerve force sc-ems gone abo. Parnell no 
longer makes speeches. He faces the 
meetiDg either from his wagonette platform, 
planks on barrels or from a window. 


GOUFFE'8 MURDERERS. 
Eyraud entenced to D eath and GabrleUe 
Bompard to Im prisonm ent. 
P a r is, December 20th.—The trial of 
Michael Eyraud and Gabrielle Bompard, 
for the murder of Notary Gouffe, was con­ 
tinued this morning. The proceedings 
were opened by the Pabfic Prosecutor, who 
summed up the case on behalf of the Gov­ 
ernm ent He denounced the theories of 
the Naacy School of Hypnotizers, and 
urged that a person who was hypnotized 
retained sufficient will power to resist tbe 
operator's will. 
He said that Prof. Charcot’s experimenta 
showed that no operator could bring a 
subject so absolutely under control as to 
force him or her to commit crime. The 
theories of the Nancy School were on a 
par with fortune-telling with cards. If 
such theories were ones admitted, personal 
responsibility wonld be at an end, and the 
laws on which society depended for pro­ 
tection wonld disappear in anarchy. 
Both prisoners were equally guilty. Tha 
«vidanaa ahowed that everything in the 


room in which the crime was committed 
was prepared for hanging Gouffe, and it 
was idle to ssert the contrary. It was the 
jury’s duty to reject the story of the 
woman, who waa as culpable as her com­ 
panion, who frankly avowed hia guilt. 
He demanded that the extreme sentence 
of the law be imposed upon Eyraud. 
In the case of Mile. Bompard the jury 
must decide whether there were any ex­ 
tenuating circumstances in the part she 
had taken in the crime. 
The trial was concluded this evening. 
Eyrand was convicted and condemned to 
death. Gabrielle Bompard was also con­ 
victed, bnt was sentenced to twenty years’ 
imprisonment at hard labor.

SAFE-CRACKEHS AT SANTA MARIA. 


Baseball at tbe Bay in B ehalf 
of Charity—Gam e at 
San Diego. 
Should Only be Used in Hospitals 
W here Constant Care is Taken. 
B erlin, December 20th. — Professor 
Koch paid a loug visit to tbe American 
Minister, Phelps, yesterday. 
Koch said 
his decision to henceforth give the lymph 
only to hospitals was due to reports of faial 
results that followed its use in private prac­ 
tice. He carefully added that he was not 
personally cognizant of any death resulting 
from its effects, but wes convinced that the 
lymph was dangerous, except when used 
under constant watch bv physicians The 
patient, he said, ought to be seen at least 
every two hours. 
He declares Ihat it is nte'.ess for Ameri­ 
can doctors to come to Berlin. The lymph 
will be assigned to American hospitals 
that are properly vouched for. The sick 
Americans should stay at home. Berlin is 
already tos full of patients. 
N ew Y"ork, December 19tb.—A cable­ 
gram received id this city says that Koch’s 
lymph is now known as "Kochen." Sev­ 
eral prominent physicians wbo bad gone to 
Berlin to study the new treatment as prac­ 
ticed by Koch, have r. turned. 
Among 
them were Dr. H. P. Loomis, Dr. H. S. 
Steams and Dr. J. H. Linsey. The two 
former physicians brought with them a 
small quantity of lymph, secured from Dr. 
LiBertz, chief assistant to Dr. Koch. It 
was obtained after considerable trouble, 
for Koch objected strenuously to supplying 
the fluid to any but those representing "hos­ 
pitals, and all credentials were scrntiniz?d 
with great care. 
The vial of lymph 
brought by Loomis was the iast given out 
before he sailed. Only a nominal charge, 
25 marks, or $5, is made for the lymph at 
the Koch laboratory. Dr. Loomis said at 
that rate the quantity on the open market 
would bring in thousands of dollars. He 
knew, personally, that English physicians 
had offered as much as $100 a drop for the 
preparation. Loomis' vial, when diluted, 
will suffice for about 5,000 injections. In 
speaking of the effect of the discovery in 
Berlin, Lomis said: “The effect on tbe peo­ 
ple in Berlin and the snrronnding country 
is something wonderful. The entire com­ 
munity seems desirous of paying homage 
to Dr. Koch.” 
Loomis said that professional ethics 
would not permit him to make his conclu­ 
sions public uutil after he had conveyed 
them to members of tbe profession. He 
would probabiy put bis observations into 
the form of a paper which h-- would read 
before tbe Academy of Medicine at an 
early day. He said that Dr. Liberiz had on 
file about six thousand applications for 
lymph. Among them was one from War­ 
ren Coleman, wbo was stnt to Berlin by 
Surgeon-General Hamilton to procure some 
of the lymph for the Government. Up to 
tbe time Loomis left Coleman had been 
unsuccessful, notwithstanding his strong 
backing, Dr. Loomis expressed much sur­ 
prise when told that several vials of lymph 
had been received in this country. He 
said that before he left Berlin he had a 
long talk with Professor Libertz, who as­ 
sured him that only two vials bad bten 
sent to America. One of them was ad­ 
dressed to Secretary Blaine and the other 
to Dr. Abraham Jacobi, Mt. Sioai Hos­ 
pital. Dr. Stearns also was surprised when 
told that several vials of lymph had 
reached America in advance cf bis arrival. 
These New Y'ork doctors are confident of 
tbe efficacy of the lymph in cases of lupus, 
bone tuberculosis, etc., but as to its effects 
on pulmonary diseases they seem to enter­ 
tain some doubt.

P aris. December 20.h.—The Tariff Com­ 
mittee is hard at work. Nearly every 
alteration enhances the duties in "the pro- 
pcs d bill.

The continuance of the modiu vivendi 
concerning Newfoundland has been defi­ 
nitely arranged with England, under a dis­ 
tinct stipulation that the English Govern­ 
ment shall settle the difficulty during the 
interval with or without the assent of the 
Newfoundland Parliament. 
The question of the suppression of Car­ 
dinal Lavigerie’s salary on the ground that 
he had occupied himself with politics was 
discussed to-day by the Senate. The Min­ 
ister of Justice defended the Cardinal, and 
hia remarks showed a strong desire for the 
establishment of an entente with the Vati­ 
can. The next election of the Pope ap­ 
pears to be an early probability, and the 
whole influence of France will be directed 
to the selection of a Cardinal favorable to 
the republic. The most satisfactory can­ 
didates are Livigerie. Z gliara, Raffaele, 
Monaco, La Valletta and Gibbons of Amer­ 
ica. Gibbons’ impartial treatment of re­ 
publican countries makes bim a favorite 
candidate after Livigerie. 
Em peror W illiam ’s Thoughtfulness. 
London, December 20th. — Emperor 
WMlliatu has made 5 000 families grateful 
by one of those acts of thoughtfulness for 
his people which are a characteristic of the 
ycung ruler. It has been customary for 
soldiers to be pressed into service to help 
the Postcffice Department out during the 
rush of holiday mail matter. This year 
5,000 extra hands will be required on this 
work. Tbe Emperor has ordered that in­ 
stead of using wildiers the extra force be 
recrui'ed from the deserving and unem­ 
ployed poor. This step is also highly 
satisfactory to the military authorities, 
who dislike to have the troops mixed up 
~ith civilian employments. 
A u Investigation O rdered. 
L ondon, December 20:h —The Czar, it is 
s&id. hts ordered an investigation as to the 
responsioiiity of Director Iliinsky of the 
Holy Synod for the acts of his niece, Olga 
Ivanovsky, the beautiful young Nihilist. 
During the Director’s absence Olga, who 
bas control of her uncle s household, heid 
a meeting of Nihilists, and the Director is 
looked upon as a culprit, because he did 
not find out what was going on, especially 
as large quantities of Nihilist documents 
and publications were discovered in his 
house.M unicipal Election in Rom e. 
R ome, December 20lh.—The election for 
tbe formation of a Municipal Council will 
be held to-morrow. The vote will show 
tbe sentiment of tbe population toward 
the King and also toward the Vatican. 
Prince Tortonia is the Vatican candidate 
(or Smdicats, or Mayor. It is not known 
positively whether tbe Pope has given the 
Catholics permission to go to the polls, but 
it is believed he has. 
M oorish Pirates. 
Madbid, December 20th.—The Spanish 
coaster San Francisco recently ran ashore 
near Alhucemas, Morocco. A party of 
Moors boarded the vessel and carried ofl 
everything of value and made prisoners of 
the entire crew and a woman passenger 
aud deprived them of their clothing. A 
detachment of native troops pursued the 
robbers and rescued the prisoners. 
Liquor Question in Canada. 
T obonto, Drcemher 20th.—Tbe different 
churches of Canada are preparing to send 
oat over 30.000 prtitions to be signed and 
presented to Parliament asking a prohibi­ 
tory law. This is the most extensive 
movement yet inaugurated for taking tbe 
sense of tbe Canadian people on the liquor 
question. 
Seed Potatoes for Ireland. 
London December 20 h —The warship 
fieaborse bes left Portsmouth with a large 
quantity of potatoes tor distrioution in the 
tamine threatened districls of Western 
Ireland.

Succi A c c o m p lish e s HU Feat of 
Fasting for Forty- 
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MAY END IN W AR. 
S eal Poaching in B ehring Sea M ust be 
Stopped. 
Nsw Y o r k , December 20th.—A Wash­ 
ington special says that President Harrison 
exp*,cts to accompany his transmission to 
Congress of further papers relating to the 
Behring Sea controversy with a special 
message, expressing his opinion respecting 
the rights and claims of the United States 
conuec'ed with the seal fishery, and the 
comparative merits of the conduct and 
position of the two Governments since the 
first seizure, in 1886, and the daty of Con­ 
gres- in the present position ot the ques­ 
tion.

The message will be framed with espe­ 
cial, el rence to the pending proposal of 
the British Government for arbitration, 
Which proposal it is intended to reject. 
Tii" personal bitterness between Blaine 
and Lord Salisbury that has arisen out of 
the course of the negotiations is perceived 
here to constitute a material objection to 
the r iniinuance of any efforls toward a 
settlement, especially alter the diplomatic 
reln'icns between the two Governments 
cball have been further strained by the 
energetic manner in which Blaine is pre­ 
paring to show up '.lie hollowness and un- 
fairnesi of the British arbitration project. 
Ii is because of ihe seeming hopelessness 
of ihe prospect for a settlement by peaceful 
means and of the necessity of almost in- 
aiaiiilv revolving upon a new course of 
conduct for the United S'.ates that the 
President i3 determined to lay the matter 
fully before Congress and to apply for 
legislative assistance in shaping and en­ 
forcing a policy for the immediate future. 
The pending British proposal is to refer 
to the determination of a friendly and im­ 
p a rtia l arbitrator the question whether 
ee.zures of British sealing vessels by the 
United States were or were not lawful 
seizures. To this form of the proposed 
submission of tbe case to arbitration tbe 
President strenuously objects, and he never 
w ill agree to it unless Congress shall as­ 
sume the responsibility in some mode by 
y ielding adherence to it. 
The President will give Congress to un­ 
derstand that in the present state of the 
matter he perceives neither authority nor 
reason to abstain next season from a literal 
enioreement of the provisions of the law 
for the protection of fur seals in Alaska and 
the wa'era thereof. 
He will also ask Congress for a liberal 
appropriation to meet the expense of fitting 
out c artered vessels to serve as revenue 
v essels, in sufficient number and character 
to capture and dispose of the numerous 
uiaiaudiug vessels expected to enter Behr 
ing Sea next year. 
PACKCEFOTE SURPRISED. 
N ew Y ork, December 20.h —A dispatch 
to the Herald, irom Washington says: Sir 
Juhan Panncefote expressed his surprise 
that 'here should be any difficulty in 
bringing the Behring Sea dispute to arbi­ 
tration. 
‘ Both Great Britain end the United 
States,” said he, “while difftriug upon the 
tacts hearing upon the question, have a 
common object, which seems susceptible of 
submission to arbitiation. The form cf 
submission refeired to by the President in 
his annual message is simply an offer upon 
the part of Englaud to lay the dispute be­ 
fore au arbitrating power." 
“The Behring Sea dispute is far less 
grave than the Alabama claims case, which 
was submitted to arbitration without fric­ 
tion.

When the cocoa was prepared, shortly 
after 8 ..’clock, Succi arose from the lounge 
and s a tigered to the table, looking more 
like o skeleton than a man. When he 
first sipped the cocoa there was a burst of- 
applause from the spectators. 
It was 
doubtful whether he wculd be able to re­ 
tain the nourishment, but the uncertainty 
scon passed away, aDd Succi gradually re­ 
sumed his former buoyancy. 
This morning Succi weighed 104$ pounds. 
When he began the fast he weighed 147¿. 
During the fast he drink 21 quarts of alka­ 
line water and 91 quJBts of Croton water, 
besides a little of Dis elixir, which the 
chemists say contains no nourishment. 
To-morrow aftersoon he will take bis 
first dinner. Tbe fast has undoubtedly 
been an honest one.

B erlin, December 20th —The number of 
American physiciar s who have been wait­ 
ing here trying to get lymph is rapicly di­ 
minishing. Professor Gerhardt has now 
treated seventy-nine patients. Four suffer­ 
ing from advanced phtbesis died, three 
left the hospital much improved, and 
twenty-four ere progressing favorably. 
Gerhardt expresses satisfaction with the 
remedy and confirms Koch’s experience 
that it is most useful in an initial stage of 
the disease. 
Dr. Gnttman has four cases that have 
been absolutely cured of pulmonary phtbe­ 
sis. having been taken at au early stuue. 
Professor Leyden reports that of 127 pa­ 
tients t.eaied at the charity hospital the 
general results are promising, and there 
has been no mishap in any instance. 
In contrast to this, the Cologne Gazette 
records the death of a patient confided to 
the care of Dr. Libberlz by Koch, and who 
received the first injec'ion from Koch. 
Professor Leyden adm onishes the doctors 
to use the utmost caution, as tbe injections 
effect the heart strongly. Ail deaths fal­ 
lowing the iDjeciion have been caused by 
the heart being affected. 
The dispu'e over the Government com­ 
munal bill threatens a serious crisis. Min­

Prince William of Nassau, heir to the 
throne of Luxemburg, and the richest 
party amoDg the European Princes after 
the Czarowi'.ch, it is repcrted, will be be­ 
trothed to Princess Maigarethe, sister of 
the Emperor. The marriage wonld be a 
s’ep toward the ultimate absorption of 
Luxemburg by Germany. 
Though the confinement of the Empress 
was premature, she is recovering rapidly, 
and the condition of the child is satisfactory. 
A prompt denial is made of the rumors 
that the Emperor is financially embarassed 
through the expenses incurred on hisjiur- 
ceys to the European oourts. The report 
that his civil list íb to be increased to meet 
the costs of journeys is aiso denied, al­ 
though the Emperor holds the list not suf­ 
ficient to meet the expenses attendant upon 
the development of his Imperial position.

He felt certain that the day of victory is 
at hand, and that tbia is the last bitter 
struggle before Ireland. 
Throughout the town of Skibbereen. 
County Cork, placards have been posted 
bearing the words, “Civil War is Certain.” 
the gladstonians disheartened. 
L ondon, December 20th.—The Bassett- 
law election and the absence of any early 
prospect of a settlement of the Irish quar­ 
rel are greatly disheartening to the Glad­ 
stonians. In fact, something like a panic 
is setting in, and Gladstone's followers are 
showing signs of disorganization aDd wob­ 
bling. Gladstone’s visit to Bassettlaw is 
now regarded as a serious tactical blunder. 
It virtually emphasizes defeat. 
Gladstone has retired to Hawarden to 
rearrange his correspondence for the future 
historian. He prudently awaits the result 
of the Kilkenny election before making 
pronouncements of any kind. 
The Bassettlaw election has shaken the 
confidence of many of Gladstone’s parlia­ 
mentary followers, but tbe scenes now 
presented in Kilkenny are convincing 
thousands of electors that Ireland is unfit 
to be intrusted with i:s own parliament. 
Business men discuss politics as well as 
the men in the street, and have had their 
attention forcibly drawn to this object les­ 
son, which is more damaging to Glad­ 
stone s demand than anything ever ac­ 
complished by the Fenians or dynamiters. 
He wonld he a rash man who ventuied 
to prophecy the result of Monday's election 
in Kilkenny. In fact, indications all round 
seem less favorable to Parnell than hereto­ 
fore, bnt the presence of Healy, McCarthy 
and the Davitt brigade is a distinct advant­ 
age to Parnell’s prospects. Healy is much 
distrusted by many Nationalists. They 
regard him as a place-hunter. 
A msjoritv of the priesthood is undoubt­ 
edly telling against Purnell, and no efforts 
are spared, from Archbishop Walsh down 
to the youngest seminarist, to destroy Par­ 
nell’s power. If Parnell wins, he will 
prove himself a much stronger man than 
he has yet been supposed to be. Should 
Kilkenny resuit in Parneil’s favor, hi3 
respite will be prolonged, but it may be re­ 
garded as almos* certain that he will in tbe 
long run be defeated. His appeal to the 
hillside men, which means the Fenians 
and moonlighters, looks almost like a last 
resort in a desperate case. 
Little hope is entertained, of a compro­ 
mise, so eagerly sought by William 
O'Brien. In truth, it is doubtful whether 
Parnell will travel all the wsy to Paris to 
meet him. Mrs. O’Shea has started for 
Paris, and that personality may attract 
Parnell to the French capi’al. but even if 
the two men consult together, it is not easy 
to see how they could calm the storm 
which is now raging. 
Tbe Giadstonian panic will not be 
checked by Pope Hennessy’s victory in 
Kilkenny, but will be aggravated by his 
defeat.

GOUFFE’8 M URDERERS. 
E yraud eotenced to D eath and G abrielle 
B om pard to Im prisonm ent. 
P aris, December 20th.—The trial of 
Michael Eyrand and Gabrielle Bompard, 
for the murder of Notary Gouffe, was con­ 
tinued this morning. The proceedings 
were opened by the Pablic Prosecutor, who 
snmmed np the case on behalf of the Gov­ 
ernment. He denounced tbe theories of 
the Nancy School of Hypnotizers, and 
urged that a person who was hypnotized 
retained sufficient will power to resist the 
operator’s will. 
He said that Prof. Charcot’s experiments 
showed that no operator could bring a 
subject so absolutely under control as to 
force him or her to commit crime. The 
theories of the Nancy School were on a 
par with fortune-telling with carda. If 
each theories were once admitted, personal 
responsibility would be at an end, and tha 
laws on which society depended for pro­ 
tection would disappear in anarchy. 
Both prisoners were equally euilty. The

It Shonld O nly bs U sed in H ospitals 
W here C onstant C are is T aken. 
B erlin, December 20th. — Professor 
Kcch paid a loeg visit to the American 
Minister, Phelps, yesterday. 
Koch said 
his decision to henceforth give the lymph 
only to hospitals was due to reports of faial 
results that followed its use in private prac­ 
tice. He carefully added that he was not 
personally cognizant of any death resulting 
from its effects, but was convinced that the 
lymph was dangerous, except when used 
under constant watch bv physicians The 
patient, he eaid, ought to be seen at least 
every two hours. 
He declares that it is u*eless for Ameri­ 
can doctors to come to Beriiu. The lymph 
will be assigned to American hospitals 
that are properly vouched for. The sick 
Americans should stay at home. Berlin ia 
already toe full of patiects. 
N ew Y'ork, December 19th.—A cable­ 
gram received ia this city saya that Koch’s 
lymph is uow known as "Kochen.” Sev­ 
eral prominent physicians who had gone to 
Berlin to study the new treatment as prac­ 
ticed by Koch, have r.turned. 
Among 
them were Dr. H. P. Loomis, Dr. H. S. 
Stearns and Dr. j. H. Linsey. The two 
former physicians brought with them a 
small quantity of lyraob, secured trom Dr. 
Lioertz. chief assistant to Dr. Koch. It 
was obtained after considerable trouble, 
for Koch objected strenuously to supplying 
the fluid to any but those representing hos­ 
pitals, and all credentials were scrntiniz-’d 
with great care. 
The vial of lymph 
brought by Loomis was the iast given out 
before he sailed. Only a nominal charge, 
25 marks, or $5, is made for the lymph at 
the Koch laboratory. Dr. Loomis said at 
that rate the quantity on the open market 
wouid bring in thousands of dollars. He 
knew, personally, that English physicians 
had offered as much as $100 a drop for the 
preparation. Loomis’ vial, when diluted, 
will suffice for about 5,000 injections. In 
speaking of the effect of the discovery in 
Berlin, Lomis said: “The effect on the peo­ 
ple in Berlin and the surrounding country 
is something wonderful. The entire com­ 
munity seems desirous of paying homage 
to Dr. Koch.” 
Loomis said that professional ethics 
would not permit him to make his conclu­ 
sions public uutii after he had conveyed 
them to members of the profession. He 
would probably put his observations into 
the form of a paper which h-' would read 
before the Academy of Medicine at an 
early day. He said that Dr. Liber:z had on 
file about six thousand applications for 
lymph. Among them was one from War­ 
ren Coleman, who was •sent to Berlin by 
Surgeon-General Hamilton to procure some 
of the lymph for the Government. Up to 
the time Loomis left Coleman had been 
unsuccessful, notwithstanding his strong 
backing, Dr. Loomis expressed mnch sur­ 
prise when told that several vials of lymph 
had been received in this country. He 
said that before he ief: Berlin he had a 
long talk with Professor Libertz, who as­ 
sured him that only two vials bad been 
sent to America. One of them was ad­ 
dressed to Secretary Blaine and the other 
to Dr. Abraham Jacobi, Mt. Sinai Hos­ 
pital. Dr. Stearns also was surprised when 
told that several vials of lymph had 
reached America in advance cf bis arrival. 
These New Y'ork doctors are confident of 
tbe efficacy of the lymph in cases of lupus, 
bone tuberculosis, "etc., but as to its effects 
on pulmonary diseases they seem to enter­ 
tain some doubt.

The question of the suppression of Car­ 
dinal Lavigerie’s salary on the ground that 
he had occupied himself with politics was 
discussed to-day by the Senate. The Min­ 
ister of Justice defended the Cardinal, and 
his remarks showed a strong desire for the 
establishment of an entente with the Vati­ 
can. The next election of the Pope ap­ 
pears to be an early probability, and the 
whole influence of France will be directed 
to the selection of a Cardinal favorable to 
the republic.

L ondon, December 20th. — Emperor 
William has made 5 000 families grateful 
by one of those acts of thoughtfulness for 
his people which are a characteristic of the 
yenng ruler. It has been customary for 
soldiers to be pressed into service to help 
the Postoffice Department out during the 
rush of holiday mail matter. This year 
5,000 extra hands will be required on this 
work. Tbe Emperor has ordered that in­ 
stead of using «oldiers tbe extra force be 
recrui'ed from the deserving and unem­ 
ployed poor. This step is also highly 
satisfactory to the military authorities, 
who dislike to have the troops mixed up 
with civilian employments. 
An Investigation O rdered. 
L ondon, December 20:h.—The Czar, it is 
said, hss ordered an investigation as to the 
responstoility of Director Iliinsky of the 
Holy Synod for the acts of his niece, Olga 
Ivanovsky, the beautiful voung Nihilist. 
During the Director’s absence Olga, who 
has control of her uncle’s household, heid 
a meeting of Nihilists, and the Director is 
looked upon as a culprit, because he did 
not find out what was going on, especially 
as large quantities of Nihilist documents 
and publications were discovered in his 
honse.M unicipal Election In Rom e. 
R om e, December 20th.—The election for 
the formation of a Municipal Council will 
be held to-morrow. The vote will show 
the sentiment of the population toward 
the King and also toward the Vatican. 
Prince Tortonia is the Vatican candidate 
tor Sindícate, or Mayor. It is not known 
positively whether the Pope has given the 
Catholics permission to go to the polls, but 
it is believed he has.
